Constant  expansion  of 
production  capacity  within  the  confines 
of  its  present  buildings  has  H  &  H 
practically  bursting  at  the  seams;  but, 
like  many  other  businesses  in  its  vicin¬ 
ity,  Herbick  and  Held  has  had  to  defer 
new  construction  until  the  site  of  the 
new  Ohio  River  Boulevard  extension 
and  Fort  Pitt  bridge  approaches  are  fi¬ 
nally  determined. 

With  its  present  payroll  of  approxi¬ 


mately  300  people,  Herbick  and  Held 
may  seem  small  in  comparison  to  the 
many  huge  mills  and  other  manufactur¬ 
ing  enterprises  in  the  Pittsburgh  area, 
but  in  relation  to  the  printing  industry 
throughout  the  country  the  company  is 
probably  within  the  top  five  percent  as 
far  as  size  and  production  go.  More 
than  85  percent  of  these  employees  are 
highly  skilled  craftsmen  and  crafts- 
women.  The  remaining  15  percent 
comprise  the  sales  force,  office  workers, 
technicians,  and  production-planning 
personnel. 

Six  pieces  of  major  new  equipment 
have  been  added  to  the  plant  in  recent 
months  as  part  of  the  long-range  plan 
to  make  present  facilities  as  produc¬ 
tive  and  efficient  as  can  be  found  any¬ 
where  in  the  country.  Not  only  does 
this  equipment  add  to  over-all  capac¬ 
ity,  but  being  of  the  most  modern  types 
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The  photograph  on  tho  opposite  page 
shows  the  Mace/  Collator,  Stitcher  and 
Three-Knife  Trimmer.  This  intricate  ma¬ 
chine  is  being  operated  by  Ralph  Moeller. 
In  the  foreground,  individual  folds,  or 
signatures  are  fed  onto  a  traveling  saddle 
in  sequence.  Eight  signatures  can  be  as¬ 
sembled  at  one  time  before  they  are 
jogged  together  and  stitched  down  the 
middle.  Then  the  piles  of  finished  signa¬ 
tures  are  fed  into  the  trimmer  with  their 
backs  against  a  solid  block  where  three 
blades  come  down  and  trim  the  front,  top 
and  bottam  simultaneausly.  This  machine 
has  just  been  installed  at  the  Herbick  & 
Held  Printing  Company  plant.

available,  it  greatly  betters  quality  con¬ 
trol  and  utilizes  plant  space  more  effi¬ 
ciently. 

Three  of  these  pieces  are  new  presses, 
replacing  older  equipment  which  did 
satisfactory  work  but  were  not  as  fast 
or  quite  as  accurate.  Two  of  the  new 


presses  print  in  two  colors  during  the 
same  pressrun,  enabling  approximately 
twice  as  much  work  to  be  produced  as 
could  be  done  by  their  predecessors. 
The  other  piece  is  a  single-color  press 
but  it  prints  20  percent  more  sheets 
every  hour  than  did  the  press  it  re¬ 
placed. 

In  the  bindery,  where  almost  all  jobs 
are  sent  for  the  finishing  touches,  a 
complex  and  highly  automated  machine 
gathers  as  many  as  eight  different  sig¬ 
natures,  or  printed  and  folded  sheets 
of  paper  with  four  to  sixty-four  pages 
contained  on  each  sheet.  In  the  same 
run,  these  signatures  are  stitched  to¬ 
gether  and  the  completed  booklet  is 
then  put  through  a  three-knife  trimmer 
where  the  sides  and  front  are  trimmed 
to  exact  size.  This  Macey  Collator, 
Stitcher,  and  Trimmer  is  the  latest  type 
of  equipment  to  provide  the  most  efiB- 
cient  production  in  the  bindery.

WE  ARE  now  in  the  summer  months 
and  in  the  time  of  the  year  when 
we  must  consider  the  problems  of  han¬ 
dling  paper  at  high  humidities.  The 
problems,  while  they  are  related  to 
those  of  using  paper  during  the  winter 
months,  represent  the  opposite  set  of 
conditions. 

Basically,  there  is  involved  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  relative  humidity,  moisture 
content  of  paper,  and  the  reaction  that 
paper  will  undergo  with  changes  in  its 
moisture  content.  First,  what  is  rela¬ 
tive  humidity?  The  atmosphere  has 
the  ability  to  carry  water  in  the  vapor 
state.  This  moisture-carrying  capacity 
reaches  a  maximum  limit  for  any  speci¬ 
fied  temperature.  When  this  limit  is 
reached,  the  air  is  said  to  be  saturated 
and  the  moisture  will  then  precipitate 
out  in  one  of  the  familiar  forms  we 
know  as  rain,  fog,  etc.  If  the  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  air  is  raised,  its  capacity 
to  hold  vapor  is  increased  and  con¬ 
versely,  if  its  temperature  is  lowered, 
its  water-holding  capacity  is  decreased. 
Relative  humidity  is  now  defined  as  a 
mathematical  ratio  of  the  actual 


amount  of  water  vapor  in  a  given  vol¬ 
ume  of  air  for  a  given  temperature  to 
the  amount  that  would  have  to  be 
present  in  the  same  volume  for  precipi¬ 
tation  to  occur.  As  an  example,  if  the 
relative  humidity  in  your  pressroom  is 
50%,  then  the  air  holding  50%  of 
the  amount  of  water  vapor  necessary 
for  precipitation.  Precipitation  would 
commence  at  100%  relative  humidity. 

The  moisture  content  of  paper  is 
directly  governed  by  the  relative  hu¬ 
midity  of  its  environment  and  if  ex¬ 
posed  to  air  with  which  it  is  not  in 
moisture  balance,  will  either  absorb  or 
lose  moisture  until  its  moisture  content 
reaches  the  equilibrium  value  for  the 
given  relative  humidity.  The  moisture 
content  of  most  papers  will  change 
about  1%  for  each  10%  change  in  rela¬ 
tive  humidity. 

For  a  moment,  consider  what  hap¬ 
pens  during  cold  weather.  Cold  air 
having  a  relative  humidity  of  say  80% 
and  a  temperature  of  20®  F.  is  brought 
into  your  plant  and  heated  to  80”  F. 
without  addition  of  moistuie.  Heating 
the  air  60®  F.  will  reduce  its  relative

humidity  to  15%,  making  it  dry  air. 
The  relative  humidity  of  this  heated 
air  can  be  increased  by  the  addition  of 
moisture  through  humidification.  The 
addition  of  water  to  air  is  a  relatively 
simple  and  inexpensive  operation. 

But,  what  about  summer  conditions? 
Obviously,  we  cannot  very  well  take 
balmy  air  at  80°  F.  and  M%  relative 
humidity  and  expect  to  lower  it  to  a 
relative  humidity  of  say  50%  by  heat¬ 
ing  the  air  to  110-120°  F.  and  thereby 
operate  a  pressroom  in  the  hottest  des¬ 
ert-like  atmosphere.  The  excess  mois¬ 
ture  and  relative  humidity  must  be 
reduced  by  those  methods  used  in  air 
conditioning,  namely,  by  condensation 
of  the  excess  moisture  on  cold  or  refrig¬ 
erated  surfaces  or  by  passing  the  air 
over  moisture  absorbing  chemicals.  It 
is  apparent  that  removal  of  moisture 
from  air  can  be  relatively  more  costly 
and  involved  than  the  addition  of  mois¬ 
ture. 

What  does  happen  to  paper  that  ab¬ 
sorbs  moisture  upon  exposure  to  high 
relative  humidity?  It  gains  moisture 
until  its  new  equilibrium  value  is 
reached  and  if  this  were  all,  our  prob¬ 
lems  would  be  simple.  The  fibers  swell 
and  change  dimensions  with  absorp¬ 
tion  of  moisture.  A  pile  of  paper  sub¬ 
jected  to  these  conditions  will  increase 
in  dimension  at  its  edges.  The  inner 
areas  of  the  pile,  not  having  access 
to  the  air,  cannot  pick  up  moisture 
and  remain  unchanged.  Localized  dis¬ 
tortions  appear  at  the  edges  in  the 
form  of  waves.  These  waves  will  ex¬ 
tend  deeper  info  the  pile  as  the  mois¬ 
ture  slowly  penetrates  inwardly.  Wavy 
edges  result  in  misregister,  fanning 
out  of  the  sheet  and  can  even  cause 
buckling  and  wrinkling.  Sheet  edges 
which  were  once  straight  may  now  be 
bowed  and  interfere  with  feeding. 

Once  waves  have  developed,  they 
cannot  be  removed  except  by  season¬ 


ing  the  sheet  throughout,  such  as  by 
seasoning  in  a  conditioning  machine, 
press  seasoning,  or  by  removing  the 
excess  edge  moisture  by  blowing  dry 
heated  air  on  or  directing  infra-red 
heat  at  the  edges.  In  certain  localities 
where  relative  humidities  are  prevail¬ 
ingly  high,  it  has  been  helpful  to  use 
the  “hot  room.”  Piles  of  paper  whose 
edges  are  wavy  are  placed  in  a  heated 
room  for  a  period  of  time  prior  to 
printing.  The  lower  relative  humidity 
of  tbe  “hot  room”  causes  loss  of  some 
of  the  edge  moisture,  thereby  reducing 
the  waviness.  This  must  be  done  judi¬ 
ciously  and  the  paper  so  treated  must 
be  used  immediately  to  prevent  reab¬ 
sorption  of  moisture.  Sometimes  it  is 
very  difficult  and  even  impossible  to 
remove  wavy  edges  that  have  existed 
for  some  time,  particularly  so  in  the 
case  of  the  harder,  denser  and  heavy¬ 
weight  papers. 

It  is  best  not  to  have  wavy  edges 
and  sheet  distortions  that  result  from 
exposure  to  high  humidity  develop  in 
the  first  place.  The  best  assurance  for 
avoiding  this  is  tbe  storage  and  tbe 
use  of  paper  at  relative  humidities  that 
are  more  normal,  that  is,  in  the  vicinity 
of  45-60%,  and  which  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  requires  dehumidification 
equipment  for  most  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  If  this  is  not  available,  then  every 
means  possible  of  protecting  the  paper 
from  exposure  to  high  humidities  up 
until  presstime  should  be  used. 

Many  papers  are  packaged  with 
moisture-vapor  barrier  wrappers  that 
have  the  ability  to  retard  greatly  tbe 
migration  of  moisture  into  the  pile  so 
long  as  the  wrappers  are  not  broken 
or  tom.  By  all  means,  paper  stored 
under  high  humidity  should  be  kept 
intact  in  its  original  wrapping.  If  tbe 
pile  must  be  opened  to  get  sheets  for 
sampling,  this  should  be  done  care¬ 
fully  so  that  tbe  wrapping  can  be  com¬ 
pletely  resealed.  Careless  handling  or

THE  MAKINGS  OF 

good 

typography 

There  are  reasons  for  the  rules  of 
typography  that  improve  readability

IT  IS  NOT  a  notable  achievement  to 
have  something  printed.  Anyone 
who  has  copy  and  the  price  of  its 
reproduction  will  be  joyously  served 
by  almost  any  printer.  But,  after  it  is 
printed,  enticing  the  general  public 
to  read  it  is  a  different  story.  In  fact, 
it  has  been  estimated  that  95%  of  all 
the  printing  produced  is  never  read. 

This  is  the  problem  that  faces  print¬ 
ers,  editors,  typographers,  layout  art¬ 
ists,  and  advertising  people  when  they 
plan  promotional  matter  or  periodicals. 
They  must  arouse  and  sustain  reader 
interest  by  making  their  printing  not 
only  attractive  but  also  easy  to  read. 
Its  effectiveness  depends  on  artwork, 
illustrations,  copy,  and  typography.  A 
weakness  in  any  of  these  elements  en¬ 
dangers  the  success  of  the  entire  pres¬ 
entation. 


Several  simple  rules  go  into  the  mak¬ 
ings  of  good  typography.  While  these 
rules  are  pretty  well  known  to  printers, 
the  reasons  for  them  may  not  be  so 
clear.  If  those  responsible  for  the 
appearance  of  printed  matter  under¬ 
stood  these  reasons  better,  probably 
they  would  not  violate  the  rules  so 
often. 

It  has  been  determined  that  the  aver¬ 
age  reader  scans  a  magazine  or  other 
printed  piece,  and  pauses  only  for  three 
to  five  seconds  on  each  page.  In  that 
fleeting  time,  his  attention  must  be  at¬ 
tracted  and  held  long  enough  to  arouse 
his  interest  and  get  him  to  read  the 
message  to  its  end.  Artwork  and  color 
may  draw  his  attention,  but  if  the 
message  is  not  easy  to  read  he  will  soon 
tire  and  pass  on  to  other  fields.  This

overcome  with  interesting  copy  and 
legible,  attractive  typography.  Give 
this  reader’s  scanning  test  to  one  of 
our  better  national  magazines  like  the 
Saturday  Evening  Post  and  see  what  a 
fine  job  its  advertisers  and  editorial 
designers  do  in  getting  and  holding 
reader  interest.  By  applying  this  test 
to  one’s  own  work,  its  weaknesses  may 
become  apparent. 

What  makes  a  typeface  legible?  Eye 
specialists,  psychologists  and  others 
have  tried  to  find  the  answer  by  scienti¬ 
fic  means.  But  the  results  of  their  re¬ 
search  have  failed  to  establish  either 
unanimous  opinion  or  practical  stand¬ 
ards  which  can  be  used  by  typogra¬ 
phers.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding 
contribution  of  a  practical  nature  re¬ 
sulted  from  the  experiments  of  Dr. 
Luckiesh  in  collaboration  with  Mer- 
genthaler  Linotype  Co.  A  brief  de¬ 
scription  of  his  methods  and  findings 
were  published  in  a  booklet.  Re¬ 
searches  in  Readability.  By  means  of 
scientific  instruments.  Dr.  Luckiesh 
measured  and  recorded  eye  movements, 
eye  fatigue,  and  visibility.  Compara¬ 
tive  readability  of  different  types  was 
determined  by  an  eye-blink  test. 

The  legibility  of  types  is  based  on 
their  regularity  of  shape,  simplicity  of 
design,  and  weight.  Because  we  read 
by  recognition  of  groups  of  word- 
forms,  any  departure  from  traditional, 
normal  letter  shapes  also  changes  the 
form  of  the  words.  This  has  a  tendency 
to  slow  up  recognition  of  the  word- 
forms  and  thus  hinders  easy  reading. 
Tests  show  that  a  medium-weight  face 
is  the  most  visible  and  readable. 

Fortunately,  most  of  the  body  types 
in  common  use  have  a  satisfactory  de¬ 
gree  of  legibility  and  readability  ex¬ 
cepting  some  of  the  cursives,  decora¬ 
tive,  and  novelty  faces.  The  latter  find 
their  best  use  in  printing  which  is  not 
subject  to  reader  resistance  and  where 


beauty  and  grace  are  desirable  fea¬ 
tures.  Italics,  extra  bold,  text,  and  con¬ 
densed  types  have  a  low  degree  of  read¬ 
ability  and  should  be  avoided,  except 
in  special  instances. 

Readability  and  Size 

Body  type  size  influences  readability. 
In  protracted  reading,  unnecessary  eye 
fatigue  results  if  the  type  is  too  small 
or  too  large.  With  a  few  exceptions, 
the  most  readable  sizes  are  from  8  to 
12  point.  If  the  smaller  sizes  must  be 
used,  adding  weight  to  the  face  makes 
them  easier  to  read. 

The  eye’s  reading  field  of  vision 
takes  in  groups  of  from  one  and  one- 
half  to  three  words;  it  then  moves  for¬ 
ward  to  the  next  similar  sized  group. 
If  the  type  is  too  large,  not  enough 
words  will  appear  within  this  field;  if 
the  type  is  too  small,  there  will  be  too 
many  words  in  the  field,  and  recogni¬ 
tion  will  cause  eye  strain  because  of 
the  small  word-forms. 

Word  Spacing 

Word  spacing  in  the  line  affects 
legibility.  Too-wide  spacing  isolates 
the  words  in  the  eye’s  field  of  vision, 
making  the  view  spotted  instead  of 
blending  the  words  together.  Too-close 
word  spacing  does  not  provide  enough 
white  space  around  each  of  the  words 
to  separate  them,  causing  them  to  run 
together.  The  equivalent  of  3-to-em 
spacing  is  normal,  but  there  has  been 
a  trend  in  better  typography  to  closer 
spacing,  about  4-to-em.  A  common 
fault  of  much  machine  composition  is 
too-wide  spacing,  an  en  or  even  more. 
While  the  use  of  thick  spacebands  does 
speed  up  production,  it  also  results  in 
too  many  wide-spaced  lines.  Word 
spacing  should  be  uniform  over  any 
mass;  mixed  tight  and  loose  lines  are 
most  unsightly.  Continued  on  page  30

Leading 

Line  spacing  or  leading  is  of  equal 
importance  in  readability.  Minimum 
leading  should  be  about  one-sixth  and 
maximum  leading  about  one-half  of 
the  type  size  in  medium  measure.  Faces 
with  short  descenders  require  more 
leading;  those  with  long  descenders, 
less.  Sans-serif  and  square-serif  faces 
may  require  as  much  as  50%  more 
leading  than  comparative  sizes  of  con¬ 
ventional  faces.  Long  measures  need 
proportionately  more  leading  than  me¬ 
dium  measures.  Bold  faces  require 
more  leading  than  light  faces. 

Length  of  Line 

There  is  considerable  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  proper  length  of  a 
body-type  line.  Impressive  authorities 
can  be  cited  to  prove  that  any  number 
of  measures  from  13  to  31  picas  of  10 
point  are  best.  Conservative  typogra¬ 
phers  consider  an  alphabet-and-a-half 
(about  17  picas  of  10  point)  the  ideal 
measure,  but  others  favor  two  alphabets 
(52  characters).  We  are  inclined  to 
go  along  with  the  latter  as  we  see  much 
beautiful  and  readable  printing  using 
the  longer  measures.  Slug-machine 


spacing  is  more  uniform  and  closer 
spacing  is  easier.  In  the  interest  of 
better  breaks  in  spacing,  the  point  size 
of  the  type  should  be  the  minimum 
measure  in  picas  (10  point,  10  picas). 
Short  measures  are  harder  to  read  be¬ 
cause  the  logical  grouping  of  words 
and  phrases  is  broken  up,  which  inter¬ 
feres  with  normal  ease  of  understand¬ 
ing. 

One  of  the  worst  offenders  against 
this  general  rule  are  commercial  forms 
where  we  often  see  6-point  type  set  in 
measures  up  to  45  picas.  It  seems  like 
a  deliberate  effort  to  discourage  read¬ 
ing  the  “fine  print.” 

Letterspacing  Caps 

A  mark  of  good  typography  is  care¬ 
fully  balanced  letterspacing  of  all-cap 
display  lines.  Because  of  odd  combina¬ 
tions  of  cap  letters,  words  may  appear 
to  be  unevenly  spaced  when  set  without 
balanced  letterspacing  or  mortising.  In 
the  word  AWAITING  extra  space  ap¬ 
pears  between  the  letters  AWA  while 
the  letters  TIN  appear  close  together. 
While  every  printer  knows  this,  a  sur¬ 
prising  number  of  such  badly  spaced 
cap  lines  get  by  without  any  apparent 
effort  to  equalize  the  space. 


Lazy  Susan  Type  Cases 

Chinese  hand  compositors  assembling  their  pre-Gutenberg  woo<len 
type  hit  on  an  ingenious  labor-saving  device  during  the  Mongol  Dynasty 
of  the  early  Fourteenth  Century.  Wang  Cheng  describes  it  in  his  book 
Nung-shu,  one  of  the  few  extant  copies  of  which  can  be  found  in  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Circular  type  cases,  some  four  feet  in  diameter  and 
with  boxes  sub-dividing  the  radiating  segments,  were  mounted  on  a 
vertical  pivot  similar  to  the  Lazy  Susans  of  American  Colonial  times. 
The  compositor  usually  sat  between  two  of  these  cases,  rotating  one  or 
the  other,  until  the  desired  character  was  in  reach.  Character  arrange¬ 
ment  was  by  the  rhyming  sound  (the  language  being  non-alphabetical), 
and  was  based  on  an  official  system  used  for  early  Chinese  dictionaries.

Managing  a  successful  manufac¬ 
turing  enterprise  today  to  sur¬ 
vive  and  grow  under  competitive  pres¬ 
sures  and  increasingly  complex  proc¬ 
esses  is  no  easy  task.  Industrial  econo¬ 
mies  now  exist  in  the  tiny,  subtle  and 
elusive  areas  of  manufacturing.  They 
are  no  longer  available  in  material 
costs  or  wage  differences.  Competitive 
strength  is  now  obtained  from  finding 
optimum  productivity,  effective  em¬ 
ployment  of  capital,  rapid  expense  re¬ 
covery,  economical  market  penetration. 

An  optimum  profit  pattern  is  gen¬ 
erated  when  these  coexisting  circum¬ 
stances  harmonize  and  support  each 
other.  Not  only  must  management  di¬ 


rect  and  coordinate  these  activities,  it 
must  also  have  the  means  for  unmask¬ 
ing  hidden  areas  of  profit  or  loss,  for 
spotting  the  insidious  creeping  change, 
for  designing  the  future  growth  ave¬ 
nues  of  the  company. 

Traditional  Tools 

The  tools  management  has  for  cop¬ 
ing  with  the  gyrating,  interweaving 
events  and  data,  normal  to  any  busi¬ 
ness  operation,  are  pitifully  weak.  Some 
even  mislead  him.  Also  as  bad,  a  suc¬ 
cession  of  reports  may  bog  him  down 
in  minutiae,  cloud  his  perspective  and 
impair  his  judgment. 

Management  receives  reports  “after 
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the  fact,”  data  which  are  not  economi¬ 
cally  weighted,  information  too  late  for 
remedial  action,  facts  which  are  not 
pre-digested,  information  which  does 
not  mirror  specific  conditions. 

Variety  of  Data 

Management  has  to  cope  with  data 
that  is  both  transient  and  regular,  seen 
and  invisible,  small  or  large,  reported 
or  hidden.  The  following  is  typical 
of  events  that  may  be  present  in  many 
companies: 

Customer  potential  acquired  to  date: 
46% 

Production  center  expense  recovery 
in  period:  $24,600 
Unusable  waste:  11% 

Current  ratio:  3.1:1 
Average  quotational  value:  $489 
Average  collection  period:  64  days 
Indirect  labor:  up  6% 

Average  sales-contact  cost:  $17.32 
Downtime:  503  hours 
Value  of  inventory-in-process: 
$96,700 

Period  productivity:  112% 

Fixed  assets/net  worth:  89% 

Market  share  obtained:  8% 

Period  billing:  $65,300 
Quotation  mortality:  45% 

New  sales  for  new  products:  2% 
Credits  for  poor  quality:  up  12% 

Net  worth/total  capital  employed: 
56% 

Office  expenses:  up  7% 

Purchases  in  period:  $43,100 

This  is  a  tiny  fraction  of  what  is 
either  fed  to  management  or  which  oc¬ 
curs  without  being  formally  reported 


—  these  latter  type  just  happen.  How 
is  action  taken  on  any  of  these  even  if 
reported  on  paper?  Which  should  be 
tackled  first?  Which  is  negative  and 
which  positive?  And  isn’t  it  fallacious 
for  a  manager  to  act  on  any  one  of 
these  unless  he  first  knows  the  impact 
his  action  will  cause  on  the  other  areas 
of  the  company? 

Manager  as  Magician 

Yet,  today’s  manager  has  to  be  a 
modern  alchemist.  No  matter  how  vari¬ 
able  the  internal  company  events,  no 
matter  how  changeable  its  markets,  no 
matter  how  competitive  pressures  are 
imposed,  the  manager  is  expected  to 
place  all  these  ingredients  into  a  pot 
and  somehow  turn  them  into  gold.  And 
he  must  be  able  to  do  this  consistently 
no  matter  how  the  ingredients  change. 

Using  traditional  tools,  management 
strikes  “gold”  by  accident,  not  by  de¬ 
sign.  To  squeeze  every  last  cent  out  of 
its  economy,  management  needs  fast, 
economically  weighted  data  and  must 
police  and  act  while  the  events  are 
current.  Any  isolated  activity  must  be 
considered  as  part  of  an  organic  whole 
and  must  not  be  acted  on  autonomously 
unless  pre-tested.  Acting  on  single 
facts  or  in  isolated  areas  is  shallow  and 
may  prove  negative  company-wide  in 
spite  of  local-area  gains. 

One-fact  Managing 

Each  event  impacts  on  every  area  in 
the  company,  no  matter  how  small. 
That  is  why  the  arbitrary  single-area 
action  to  cut  an  excess,  to  boost  per¬ 
formance  —  so  typical  of  the  “putting- 
out-fires”  management  —  may  have 
negative  consequences.  In  one  plant 
for  example,  the  decision  to  cut  pay¬ 
roll  by  reducing  materials-handlers, 
resulted  in  a  pile-up  of  work-in-process, 
heavy  dollar  tie-up  in  inventory,  in¬ 
crease  in  rejects  due  to  crowding,  im- 
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peded  cash  flow,  etc.  Worker  produc¬ 
tivity  continued  high  and  so  did  sales 
pressure,  both  positive  in  themselves. 
The  effect  on  the  plant  though  was  to 
worsen  an  already  negative  situation. 

In  another  company,  the  manage¬ 
ment  was  considering  automatic  equip¬ 
ment  to  replace  an  antiquated  produc¬ 
tion  method.  The  new  equipment  would 
double  production  capacity  and  would 
reduce  direct  labor  costs  by  75%.  Sav¬ 
ings  from  direct  labor  alone  were  ex¬ 
pected  to  pay  for  the  new  equipment 
in  nine  months.  Are  these  single  facts 
enough  to  justify  the  decision?  Isn't 
management  shallow  unless  these  im¬ 
portant  points  are  also  considered: 

Can  new  sales  be  added  to  absorb 
the  increase  in  capacity?  At  what 
cost? 

Has  the  cost  of  the  unrecovered 
ownership  expenses  of  the  idle  portion 
of  capacity  been  considered? 

Will  the  added  sold  capacity  in¬ 
crease  the  load  of  estimators,  sales 
clerks? 

How  will  the  cost  be  affected  by 
alternative  methods  of  financing?  W’ill 
the  financing  selected  weaken  the 
stockholders’  interests? 

At  doubled  production,  how  will  the 
inventory  portion  of  current  assets  be 
affected? 

Will  this  seriously  affect  the  com¬ 
pany’s  working  capital  position  or  level 
of  net  worth? 

Will  the  new  equipment  have  to  be 
serviced  by  outside  specialists?  At 
what  cost? 

How  costly  is  the  breakdown-down¬ 
time  per  hour?  How  often  will  it  oc¬ 
cur?  What  is  the  average  setup  cost 
of  the  new  equipment? 

Will  the  product  mix  change?  How 
will  this  affect  the  number  of  setups 


and  makercadies?  The  number  of 
different  tools  and  their  costs? 

How  much  additional  inventory 
must  be  carried  to  support  the  new 
equipment?  W’ill  it  require  more  plant 
space? 

Must  the  supporting  indirect-labor 
crew  be  increased  to  support  the  new 
equipment? 

If  double  production  is  booked, 
should  savings  be  passed  on  to  cus¬ 
tomers?  Should  they  be  retained  to 
placate  stockholders? 

How  will  the  acquisition  affect  the 
breakeven  point?  How  much  more 
sales  will  now  have  to  be  booked  to 
maintain  previous  profit  levels?  What 
percentage  of  sales  dip  over  previous 
sales  levels  will  now  place  the  com¬ 
pany  in  the  red? 

One-fact  managing  is  superficial  and 
dangerous.  It’s  like  building  a  house 
without  a  roof  on  the  assumption  that 
it  will  never  rain.  The  sun  may  be 
shining  today,  but  it’s  only  a  matter 
of  time  before  the  clouds  appear. 

Nature  of  Events 

Operating  a  manufacturing  business 
is  actually  a  succession  of  decision¬ 
making  against  a  background  of  chang¬ 
ing  data.  Every  second  in  a  company, 
on  every  square  inch  of  company  prop¬ 
erty,  events,  facts,  acts,  circumstances 
and  data  of  some  kind  are  being  born. 
Some  of  these  are  visible;  others  are 
hidden.  The  events  cause  different  im¬ 
pacts  on  each  other  and  influence 
trends,  affect  costs  and  profits,  and,  un¬ 
policed,  can  change  the  position  of 
the  company.  Events  are  also  inter¬ 
related,  each  with  the  other. 

The  act  of  people  working  causes 
labor  costs,  affects  overhead  expense 
recovery,  requires  support  from  other 
services,  determines  machinery  running 
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hours  and  maintenance  costs.  The  act 
of  a  sales  contact  creates  the  sales  ex¬ 
pense,  afiects  the  product  mix,  and 
changes  the  expense-recovery  pattern 
in  production. 

Managing  or  profit-making  depends 
on  getting  vital  facts,  weighting  them 
to  give  ea-ch  additional  meaning,  and 
then  interrelating  them  to  test  their 
impacts  elsewhere  in  the  company. 
Only  then  can  action  he  swift,  secure 
and  objective.  This  tool  is  provided 
by  the  “MC”  (Managerial  Controls) 
technique. 

The  MC  Technique 

The  meat  of  MC  is  in  its  living  ratios 
or  indices  derived  from  heretofore  un¬ 
related  data  gleaned  from  company 
records.  Simple  and  more  advanced 
ratios  evaluate  specific  areas  by  giving 
economic  meaning  to  the  maze  of  facts 
and  events  normally  gyrating  in  the 
production,  sales  and  capital  areas. 
Then  the  movements  of  these  ratios  are 
interrelated  to  reflect  total  distributive 


effect.  These  patterns  form  the  basis 
for  managerial  control,  decision-mak¬ 
ing,  and  situational  diagnoses. 

With  MC,  management  can  know  the 
broad  effect  of  a  decision  in  advance 
—  he  can  pre-test  the  impact  of  his 
managing.  MC  maintains  a  continuous 
reading  of  the  business  pulse  and  is 
a  boon  for  busy  executives.  Ratios  or 
performance  values  are  read  quickly 
and  with  confidence  —  then  acted  on 
objectively  and  in  proportion.  This  un- 
shackles  management  from  endless  de¬ 
tail  and  liberates  time  vitally  needed 
in  more  fruitful  areas. 

Ratio  Constructions 

When  a  piece  of  unrelated  data  is 
compared  to  another  which  it  affects 
or  which  affects  it,  a  ratio  is  created 
which  imparts  meaning  to  both  pieces 
of  data.  For  example,  in  production, 
the  downtime  figure  in  itself  is  mean¬ 
ingless  —  it’s  just  an  absolute  quan¬ 
tity.  However,  when  downtime  is  com¬ 
pared  to  machinery  running  hours,  we

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have  an  evaluation  of  the  economic  ef¬ 
fect  of  the  downtime.  Also,  mainte¬ 
nance  expense  in  itself  provides  no 
appraisal  until  it  is  known  how  effec¬ 
tively  the  maintenance  was  used.  Ra¬ 
tios  for  accomplishing  this  relate  main¬ 
tenance  to  downtime,  or  machinery 
running  hours,  or  to  total  direct-pro¬ 
ductive  labor,  or  to  units  of  output.  All 
of  these  ratios  would  assess  the  econo¬ 
my  of  maintenance,  but  from  varying 
viewpoints  depending  on  the  character¬ 
istics  of  the  company. 

The  same  is  true  of  sales  data.  The 
number  of  dollars  booked  is  really  not 
a  proper  measure  of  a  salesman’s  per¬ 
formance.  Ratios  though,  which  re¬ 
late  those  dollars  to  the  number  of 
contacts,  or  to  the  customers’  poten¬ 
tial,  or  quotation  mortality,  or  the  ex¬ 
pense  level,  or  to  the  amount  of  new 
business  or  new  product  activity,  places 
the  man’s  efforts  in  proper  perspective. 
Just  compare  two  men  whose  bookings 
are  identical:  One  obtains  it  from  two 
customers  whom  he  has  sold  for  many 
years;  the  other  man  gets  it  from  14 
new  customers  never  before  sold  by 
the  company.  And  consider  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  man  who  selectively 
quotes  for  sizable  order  levels  and  an¬ 
other  who  indiscriminately  requests 
quotes  on  the  tiniest  of  orders.  They 
both  may  sell  the  same  amount  of  dol¬ 


lars,  but  the  second  man  will  incur 
more  field  expenses  and  will  generate 
a  high  internal  transaction  cost. 

The  capital  and  financial  areas  also 
require  appraisal  of  their  changing  un¬ 
related  data.  For  example,  the  profits 
earned  from  operating  hasn’t  enough 
meaning  unless  it  is  related  to  the  tools 
which  made  such  operation  possible  — 
the  assets.  This  would  show  manage¬ 
ment  the  return  on  their  total  re¬ 
sources.  Profits  should  also  be  com¬ 
pared  with  the  company’s  net  worth  to 
show  stockholders  the  return  on  their 
investment.  A  comparison  between 
sales  and  the  company’s  fixed  assets 
would  show  the  vitality  of  the  com¬ 
pany’s  equipment  —  its  ability  to  pro¬ 
duce  income. 

Ratios  are  also  constructed  between 
production,  sales,  and  capital  for  inte¬ 
grated  appraisals.  For  testing  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  changing  product  mix,  one  fold¬ 
ing  carton  plant  interrelated  press  run¬ 
ning  time,  makeready  hours,  quota- 
tional  costs,  velocity  of  overhead  ex¬ 
pense  recovery,  inventory  investment, 
current  liabilities  —  and  arrived  at  an 
optimum  mix  which  gave  the  company 
its  greatest  profit-making  combination 
consistent  with  a  sound  state  of  finan¬ 
cial  health.  This  is  the  aim  of  MC. 

Figure  1  shows  typical  MC  ratios  in 
various  areas.

XII.  Make-up 

The  most  important  operation  in  pho¬ 
totypography  is  that  of  make-up.  An  en¬ 
tire  book  could  be  written  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  alone,  describing  the  many  ways  of 
doing  it,  comparing  it  with  the  way  it  is 
done  in  metal  by  the  typographer  and 
typesetter,  or  with  the  way  the  lithog¬ 
rapher  practices  it  in  the  form  of  strip¬ 
ping.  In  phototypography,  make-up  is 
the  key  to  its  success.  It  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  set  white  space.  Handling  odd 
shapes,  angled  copy,  and  the  vagaries 
of  today’s  art  and  design  world  is  re¬ 
latively  easy. 

Phototypographic  make-up  is  best 
characterized  by  the  fact  that  it  is  nor¬ 
mally  done  in  positive  form.  Extrane¬ 
ous  items  introduced  into  the  make¬ 
up  are  normally  converted  to  film  posi¬ 
tives  for  easy  inclusion.  The  basic  rea¬ 
son  for  all  this  is  that  the  films  yielded 
by  phototypesetting  machines  are  film 
positives,  and  it  is  much  easier  to  as¬ 
semble  positive  films  than  negatives. 
The  essential  character  of  a  job  (speak¬ 
ing  artistically)  is  much  easier  to  visu¬ 
alize  and  maintain. 

Since  make-up  also  implies  arrange¬ 
ment,  spacing,  and  typographic  and 
artistic  finesse,  the  craftsmen  most 
suited  to  do  this  are  trained  typesetters 
and  typographers.  The  traditions  of 
typesetting  are  all  too  often  lost  on  all

others^.  One  of  the  great  mistakes  made 
by  early  phototypographers  was  to  as¬ 
sume  that  make-up  should  be  done  by 
offset  strippers  or  by  persons  versed  in 
photography.  Even  the  use  of  artists 
failed  for  the  same  basic  reason  —  they 
all  didn’t  know  how  to  set  and  arrange 
(or  make-up)  type! 

The  analysis  of  typesetting  jobs  re¬ 
quiring  any  degree  of  make-up  (i.e. 
handling  of  the  products  of  the  type¬ 
setting  machine  and/or  of  the  lines  set 
out  of  the  case,  or  of  the  photolettering 
machine,  plus,  of  course,  their  inclu¬ 
sion  with  illustration)  will  reveal  the 
high  relative  cost  of  make-up.  Photo- 
typographic  procedures  permit  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  this  cost  —  the  more  compli¬ 
cated  the  make-up,  the  higher  the  per¬ 
centage  of  reduction. 

A.  Types  of  Make-up 

There  are  four  basic  types  of  photo¬ 
typesetting  machine  make-up.  These 
are: 

a.  Galley. 

b.  Strip. 

c.  Spot. 

d.  Page  or  spread. 

These  are  variously  possible,  and  in 
various  degrees  practical,  de[>ending 
on  the  type  of  phototypesetting  ma¬ 
chine  used.  Off-the-machine  make-up 
is  accomplished  by  either: 

a.  Hand,  on  light  tables,  and/or 

b.  Photomechanically,  by  projection 
or  photocomposing. 

B.  Systems  of  Make-up 

There  are  five  basic  systems  of  make¬ 
up  in  phototypography,  once  off  the 
machine : 

a.  By  the  phototypographic  stripper. 

b.  By  the  phototypographic  paste¬ 
up  man. 


c.  By  the  mechanical  artist  (paste¬ 
up  man) . 

(1.  By  the  printer’s  (or  platemaker’s) 
stripper. 

e.  By  photocomposing. 

Unfortunately,  all  too  much  work  is 
done  by  two  or  more  of  the  above.  This 
causes  unnecessary  steps  to  be  taken, 
thereby  unnecessarily  running  up  the 
cost.  A  few  minutes  of  thinking  prior 
to  doing  will  eliminate  this  waste. 

C.  Techniques  of  Make-up 

Within  each  system  of  make-up  there 
are  applicable  one  or  more  techniques 
of  performing  the  operation.  Briefly 
these  techniques  include  the  following: 

a.  Pressure-sensitive  tape  (e.g. 
Scotch  tape,  etc.)  systems. 

b.  Precoated-adhesive  systems  —  on 
sensitized  film,  or  on  film  sup[K)rts. 

c.  Applied  adhesive  systems 

—  pressure-sensitive  adhesives 
— heat-sensitive  adhesives. 

d.  W  ax  backing  systems. 

e.  Film  welding  systems  (by  use  of 
heat) . 

f.  Dry  and  wet-plate  (on  glass  or 
Oonar)  system. 

g.  Projection  and/or  photocompos¬ 
ing  systems. 

h.  Paste-up  (film  on  paper  or  pai>er 
on  paper)  systems. 

There  is  no  basic  order  of  prefer¬ 
ence.  Each  shop  tends  to  develop  a 
number  of  techniques  best  suited  to  its 
type  of  work.  For  example,  a  shop 
doing  a  high  preponderance  of  book 
work  will  tend  to  favor  the  wax  back 
system,  whereas  a  shop  doing  an  ab¬ 
normal  amount  of  “cut  and  snip”  tyjH* 
of  make-up  will  tend  to  favor  one  of 
the  pressure-sensitive  type  of  tapes.

Permanency,  storage  and  ultimate  re¬ 
use,  plus  the  amount  of  handling  nec¬ 
essary  are  factors  to  he  weighed  prior 
to  committing  one’s  self  to  a  specific 
technique  on  a  given  joh. 

D.  Fhotoset  Film  Make-up  Supports 

Since  make-up  results  in  a  sandwich 
of  films,  some  sort  of  support  for  the 
pieces  is  necessary.  The  support  must 
be  transparent  or  translucent  to  enable 
light  to  pass  through  it.  By  being  trans¬ 
parent  or  translucent,  the  support  also 
permits  make-up  to  be  performed  di¬ 
rectly  over  the  tissue  layout  on  a  light 
table.  Additional  aids  to  make-up  such 
as  templates,  grids  and  other  under¬ 
lays  can  also  be  used  because  of  the 
see-through  attribute  of  the  support. 

Several  types  of  supports  for  film 
make-up  in  use  today  include: 

a.  Clear  or  frosted  acetate  and  vinyl 
films. 

b.  Du  Pont  Cronar  clear  base  film. 

c.  Du  Pont  Cronaflex  drafting  films. 

d.  Du  Pont  Mylar  support  films. 

e.  Translucent  papers. 

Acetate  and  vinyl  films  are  exten¬ 
sively  used  wherever  absolute  dimen¬ 
sional  stability  is  not  a  factor.  The 
Cronar,  Cronaflex,  and  Mylar  films 
possess  exceptional  dimensional  stabil¬ 
ity  and  are  extremely  difficult  to  dam¬ 
age  by  tearing  or  breaking.  Toothed 
films,  especially  those  made  for  draft¬ 
ing,  are  excellent  to  draw  and  rule  on. 
The  great  objection  to  drawing  solids 
on  film  is  removed  when  the  proper 
materials  are  used.  Thus,  when  graphs, 
engineering  drawings,  or  any  other 
material  of  this  nature  are  required, 
they  should  be  drawn  on  the  proper 
film  so  they  then  can  be  captioned  with 
film  positives  and  a  contact  negative 
made  when  needed. 


Ruling  can  be  done  on  the  film  sup¬ 
port  form  by  means  of  drawing  with 
ink  or  laying  rules  by  use  of  Chart  Pak 
tapes.  It  is  usually  better  to  defer  the 
ruling  until  the  work  is  converted  to 
negative  form,  at  which  time  the  rules 
are  scribed  (i.e.,  emulsion  is  removed 
by  scratching  it  off).  Scribing  is  an 
art  that  must  be  learned  and  mastered. 
A  skilled  scriber  uses  precision  tools 
and  equipment,  and  normally  does  a 
far  better  job  than  a  ruler  can. 

Translucent  papers  and  drafting 
films  permit  certain  types  of  artwork 
to  be  introduced  as  automatic  **film 
positives.”  The  papers  are  cheaper 
than  film,  and  are  preferred  by  some 
artists  as  being  a  more  natural  medium 
upon  which  to  work. 

E.  Make-up  Guides  and  Aids 

Make-up  via  phototypographic 
means,  while  fast  and  simple,  can  be 
made  even  faster,  simpler,  and  more 
accurate  by  the  use  of  the  following 
aids  or  guides: 

a.  Underlay  Grids  —  usually  of  the 
precision  scribed  film  positive  type. 
Graduations  may  be  to  any  desired  in¬ 
crement,  although  picas  offers  a  more 
understandable  system  since  type  is 
normally  set  to  pica  measures.  Secur¬ 
ing  accurate  grids  is  a  problem.  Very 
few  concerns  are  capable  of  scribing 
to  the  fineness  and  precision  desired. 

b.  Underlay  Templates — made  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  job  or  for  standard  type 
jobs.  They  are  normally  drawn  on 
toothed  acetate,  or  scribed  on  film  and 
contact  positives  made  for  use  by  the 
make-up  man.  These  assure  conforma¬ 
tion  to  fixed  page  sizes,  margins  and 
other  pre-established  standards  of  for¬ 
mat. 

c.  Graph  Paper  Underlays  —  used 
whenever  special  graduations  are  de¬ 
sired.  An  example  would  be  the  plot-

ting  of  graphs  to  an  arithmetical  or 
logarithmic  scale. 

d.  Projected  Grids  —  here  the  grid 
desired  is  reduced  to  a  lantern  slide 
and  a  projector  is  used  to  throw  the 
image  at  a  fixed  focus  onto  the  work. 
This  is  virtually  a  necessity  if  fast  and 
accurate  work  is  to  be  done  via  paste¬ 
up  and  make-up  techniques  on  opaque 
supports.  Templates  can  also  be  pro¬ 
jected.  The  author  has  seen  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  underlay  grids  plus  projected 
templates  used  to  great  advantage. 

e.  Projected  Templates  —  these  are 
quite  similar  to  projected  grids  and 
offer  many  possibilities  to  speeding  up 
work.  Some  skill  is  required  in  cal¬ 
culating  the  proper  size  of  the  slide  to 
be  projected  and  in  calculating  lens 
periphery  distortion.  The  phototypog¬ 
rapher  who  is  interested  in  making  his 
own  projecting  system  would  do  well 
to  check  with  concerns  like  Edmund 
Scientific  Co.,  Barrington.  N.  J.,  who 
offer  many  suitable  optical  compo¬ 
nents.  Several  manufacturers  of  low- 
cost  lantern  slide  projectors  also  make 
devices  which  can  be  easily  assembled 
by  the  handyman  about  the  plant. 

A  little  more  sophisticated  type  of  a 
projection  setup  is  easily  made  by  link¬ 
ing  the  surface  onto  which  the  image 
is  to  be  projected  with  the  projector 
so  that  the  projector  is  always  at  right 
angles  to  the  working  surface.  This 
involves  the  construction  of  a  parallelo¬ 
gram  type  of  linkage. 

One  caution,  the  projector  must  be 
adequately  vented  and  cooled  lest  the 
heat  generated  by  long  periods  of  op¬ 
eration  crack  the  slides  (which  must 
be  glass-mounted)  or  set  fire  to  sur¬ 
rounding  areas. 

f.  Graph  Paper  —  printed  graph  pa¬ 
per  has  been  used  to  underlay  photo- 
typographic  make-up  sandwiches.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  there  are  very  few  graph 


papers  printed  to  the  degree  of  accu¬ 
racy  desired.  Furthermore,  graph  pa¬ 
per  is  usually  ruled  in  inches  or  in 
the  metric  system  rather  than  picas. 
Very  few  are  ruled  to  precision  (the 
precise  ones  are  printed  from  engine 
ruled  wax  electrotypes,  size  being  re¬ 
stricted  by  the  engine  divider) .  Paper 
too  has  a  nasty  habit  of  being  fugitive 
in  size. 

g.  Ruled  Paper  Make-up  Sheets  — 
printed,  or  drawn  ruled  make-up  paper 
sheets  are  more  common  underlays  than 
graph  paper.  Since  numerous  special 
templates  or  make-up  sheets  are  re¬ 
quired  daily  in  the  average  phototypog¬ 
rapher’s  shop,  it  is  quite  often  expedi¬ 
tious  to  prepare  these  on  paper,  ruled 
up  to  the  critical  or  pertinent  dimen¬ 
sions  on  an  accurate  ruling  device  such 
as  a  line-up  table. 

One  mistake  made  often  is  to  permit 
an  artist  to  rule  up  these  vital  make¬ 
up  guides.  The  greater  majority  of 
artists  do  not  possess  the  necessary 
equipment  to  rule  accurately.  Further¬ 
more,  very  few  artists  seem  to  have 
the  necessary  skill  and  the  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  accuracy  required  to  draw  a 
workmanlike  make-up  guide.  This  is 
not  so  much  an  indictment  of  artists 
as  it  is  a  pointing  out  of  the  essential 
differences  between  creative  people  and 
craftsmen.  Both  are  necessary,  but  let 
each  stick  to  his  own  last. 

F.  Equipment  for  Make-up 

One  of  the  great  voids  in  phototypog¬ 
raphy  is  the  dearth  of  proper  and  ade¬ 
quate  equipment  for  make-up.  Prob¬ 
ably  some  of  this  stems  from  the  re¬ 
latively  small  market  for  it  at  present, 
while  the  other  part  stems  from  the  un¬ 
settled  requirements  for  such  equip¬ 
ment.  Question  any  two  phototypog¬ 
raphers  and  their  requirements  for 
proper  stripping  and  make-up  equip-

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ment  will  be  different.  Pay  a  visit  to 
their  shops,  and  their  dream  require¬ 
ments  are  a  far  cry  from  the  cold  bleak 
actuality  of  their  present  equipment. 
Very  few  of  them  have  been  subjected 
to  the  relentless  pressures  of  competi¬ 
tion  that  demand  efficiency  to  the  ut¬ 
most  degree. 

Time  studies  of  the  motions  made  by 
the  average  phototypographic  make-up 
man  show  a  real  need  for  some  pro¬ 
fessional  thinking  along  these  lines. 
What  is  needed  is  the  phototypographic 
equivalent  of  the  metal  compositor’s 
bank. 

A  great  deal  of  auxiliary  equipment 
seems  to  find  its  way  into  the  photo¬ 
typographer’s  shop  —  most  of  it  is  ac¬ 
quired  to  assist  in  make-up.  It  is  soon 
realized  that  a  T-square  and  a  straight¬ 
edge  are  rather  inadequate  tools.  By 
the  same  token,  the  rather  awkward 
make-up  device  based  on  pin-hole  reg¬ 
ister  designed  to  accompany  early  Foto- 
setters  were  found  to  be  impractical. 
True,  they  were  accurate  as  all  get  out, 
but  they  were  unwieldy  and  inefficient. 

The  more  common  equipment  essen¬ 
tial  to  make-up  is  categorized  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

a.  Light  Tables  —  normally  frosted 
glass  over  a  non-glare  evenly  lighted 
light  box.  .Several  excellent  commer¬ 
cial  models  are  available,  including 
many  that  possess  auxiliary  equipment. 
Most  comfortable  to  work  on  or  over 
are  those  that  possess  both  height  and 
tilt-top  adjustments.  A  disadvantage 
of  tilt-top  tables  is  that  the  tools  used 
on  them  are  continuously  rolling  off. 
In  the  case  of  stripping  knives  and 
razors,  this  presents  a  safety  hazard. 
One  stunt  not  practiced  in  very  many 
shops  is  that  of  covering  the  glass  of 
light  tables  with  an  overlay  of  frosted 
Mylar  film  to  protect  the  glass  from 
scratches  which  eventually  will  cause 
it  to  break.  The  Mylar  cover  is  replace¬ 


able  when  it  becomes  too  defaced.  The 
frosting  further  diffuses  the  light  and 
eases  eye  strain. 

One  device  every  light  table  should 
have  (but  one  none  has)  is  a  built-in 
Scotch  tape  dispenser  capable  of  hold¬ 
ing  several  rolls  of  various  tapes  and 
possessing  replacable  cut-off  knives. 
One  could  go  on  and  on  naming  addi¬ 
tional  features.  Some  of  these  would 
be  truly  universal  in  their  appeal  and 
utility,  but  many  would  be  based  on 
the  most  pressing  present  problem. 

b.  Ruling  Devices  —  by  ruling  de¬ 
vices,  we  include  any  device  or  ma¬ 
chine  capable  of  drawing,  scribing,  or 
otherwi.se  making  rules  on  paper,  film, 
or  film  negatives.  .Many  line-up  tables 
possess  horizontal  and  vertical  bars 
which  operate  on  a  geared  rack  and 
have  available  ruling  or  scribing  at¬ 
tachments.  .Some  possess  rather  sophis¬ 
ticated  verniers  enabling  the  operator 
to  divide  the  inch  into  rather  acute 
divisions.  The  application  of  a  little 
ingenuity  can  convert  a  good  line-up 
table  into  a  micrometer  controlled  ma¬ 
chine  of  exceptional  accuracy. 

Some  ruling  can  be  accomplished  on 
the  various  phototypesetting  machines, 
but  the  normal  practice  has  been  to 
make  this  an  ofl-the-machine  opera¬ 
tion.  In  the  event  that  extreme  accu¬ 
racy  is  desired,  a  coordinate  plotting 
machine  used  primarily  by  photogram- 
metric  engineers  is  available.  This  ma¬ 
chine  will  plot,  coordinate,  or  scribe 
(using  diamond  points)  to  tolerances 
that  will  satisfy  the  most  exacting  soul. 
In  fact,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  print 
with  the  accuracy  that  the  negative  can 
be  scribed  to  with  one  of  these  ma¬ 
chines. 

Forms  printers  and  others  who  re¬ 
quire  a  mass  of  ruled  materials,  but  to 
lesser  degrees  of  accuracy,  often  use 
the  patented  step-and-repeat  type  of

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ruling  tables.  The  Paraliner  is  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  type  of  machine. 

The  secret  of  good  scribing  lies  in 
the  design  and  maintenance  of  good 
scribers.  Another  hint  in  crisp  rule 
work  is  not  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  you  can  always  rule  at  a  larger 
size  and  photographically  reduce  the 
result  —  the  greater  the  reduction,  the 
greater  the  accuracy. 

c.  Waxing  Devices  —  a  waxing  de¬ 
vice  or  a  wax  backing  device  consists 
of  a  machine  which  will  heat  and  melt 
wax,  and  then  mechanically  deposit  the 
wax  in  an  even  layer  over  the  back  of 
the  film.  There  are  several  very  ex¬ 
cellent  devices  on  the  market  today. 
They  are  outgrowths  of  gluing  ma¬ 
chines. 

d.  Make-up  Frames  —  included  in 
this  category  are  special  frames  de¬ 
signed  to  accomplish  certain  types  of 
make-up  along  templated  lines.  No 
known  manufacturer  of  these  exists 
and  most  of  those  seen  hy  the  author 
were  specially  constructed  to  accom¬ 
modate  a  very  specific  type  of  work. 
As  with  the  metal  typesetter’s  frame, 
the  design  was  made  to  incorporate  a 
compromise  of  operations. 

e.  Pin-register  Devices  —  The  hest 
known  pin-register  device  is  the  Inter¬ 
type  Fotosetter  Pin  Register  Make-up 
Board.  This  device  was  originally  de¬ 
signed  for  all  make-up  of  film  set  on 
the  Fotosetter.  It  was  soon  determined 
that  this  system,  while  extremely  accu¬ 
rate,  was  ungainly  and  slow.  Today  its 
use  has  all  but  been  relegated  to  limbo. 
When  extreme  accuracy  of  make-up  of 
aligning  items  is  necessary,  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  this  device  is  warranted. 

Other  pin-register  devices,  wherein 
the  registration  of  the  component  films 
in  color  breakup  is  the  prime  consid¬ 
eration,  include  the  Kodak  Register 


Punch  and  the  Kodak  Register  Print¬ 
ing  Frame.  Supplemental  to  these  de¬ 
vices  are  register  pins  or  a  pin  bar. 
The  accuracy  obtained  is  far  better 
than  that  possible  by  register  marks. 
If  the  pin  register  system  is  used 
throughout  the  photomechanical  proc¬ 
essing,  make-up  for  cololr  work  is 
greatly  simplified. 

Pin-register  devices  need  not  be  con¬ 
fined  to  color  work.  Ruled  forms  com¬ 
bined  with  type,  panels,  surprints  and 
any  other  system  of  make-up  which  in¬ 
cludes  multiple  films  should  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  pin  register.  It  is  with  such 
devices  that  much  of  the  trial  and  error 
of  make-up  is  eliminated. 

f.  Photocomposing  machines  —  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  general  category  are  the 
normal  photocomposing  devices  com¬ 
monly  known  as  step-and-repeat  ma¬ 
chines.  There  are  many  models  to 
chose  from  with  varying  degrees  of  ac¬ 
curacy  and  price.  Prior  to  investing 
in  such  devices,  the  phototypographer 
should  carefully  evaluate  what  he  is 
doing  and  whether  such  a  device  is  yet 
another  gadget  or  a  true  necessity. 
Often  the  photocomposing  necessary 
for  casual  jobs  may  be  purchased  from 
a  local  lithographer  or  trade  service. 

Several  new  machines,  designed  for 
use  by  the  phototypographer  are  now 
on  the  market. 

The  Mergenthaler  Linofilm  Composer 
is  one  that  has  been  designed  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  phototypographer.  .Some 
early  problems  in  optics  have  now  been 
corrected  and  the  remodeled  machine 
is  a  true  aid  in  make-up.  By  use  of  this 
machine,  type  images  set  on  film  may 
be  enlarged  or  reduced,  angled  or 
otherwise  swung  into  position  as  per 
the  tissue  layout  and  a  one-piece  film 
negative  produced  as  the  end  product. 
Its  use  in  industry  has  not  been  long

Changes  of  Gas  Supply 
with  Kemp  Heating 

QfFhat  are  the  requirements  in- 
•  volved  when  the  gas  supply 
changes  from  manufactured  to  natur^ 
or  butane  gas  using  the  Kemp  immer¬ 
sion  heating  system? 

A  Reliable  advice  upon  the  require- 
ments  involved  with  the  Kemp 
system  when  the  source  of  gas  supply 
changes  must  come  from  the  manufac¬ 
turer.  Such  advice  is  based  upon  many 
factors,  usually  unknown  except  in  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Kemp  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany. 

It  is  true  that  a  few  simple  adjust¬ 
ments  of  the  carburetor  have  provided 
a  satisfactory  mixture  with  a  change 
of  gas  supply.  These  are  changes  which 
may  have  involved  manufactured  and 
natural  gas,  with  series  T  carburetor. 
In  most  instances,  the  zero  regulator 
should  also  be  altered,  but  in  every 
case  that  involves  bottled  types  of  gas. 
Also,  carburetor  adjustments  can  in¬ 
volve  replacements  to  obtain  the  proper 
mixture  safely. 


Cast  Plastic  Printing  Plates 

QA  cast  plastic  plate  produced 
•  from  a  page  stereo  mat  was  ex¬ 
hibited  recently  at  the  ANPA  Mechani¬ 
cal  Conference.  Is  this  method  devel¬ 
oped  for  practical  use  of  cast  plastic 
plates? 


A  There  still  are  some  major  prob- 
#1  ■  lems  to  be  resolved  with  the  cast 
plastic  printing  plate  produced  from 
the  stereotype  mat  to  be  used  success¬ 
fully  in  printing.  The  method  for  pro¬ 
ducing  the  cast  plastic  includes  a  sheet 
of  plastic  material  of  predetermined 
thickness.  This  sheet  is  heated  to  a 
given  temperature  to  render  it  mold- 
able.  The  heated  sheet  is  then  placed 
over  the  surfaces  of  the  stereotype  mat. 
Vacuum  force  is  applied  from  under¬ 
neath  the  mat,  pulling  the  soft  heated 
plastic  down  into  the  imprinted  sur¬ 
faces  of  the  mat.  All  of  the  variables 
of  level  encountered  at  the  surfaces  of 
the  plastic  sheet  are  thus  reflected  on 
the  hack,  just  as  the  imprinting  of  the 
conventional  mat  leaves  spaces  and 
level  variables  on  the  back.  Now  all 
that  remains  for  the  practical  use  of 
cast  plastic  printing  plates  is  the  flat 
back,  a  packless  plastic.  It  wasn’t  easy 
to  provide  the  packless  paper  imprint. 
And,  like  paper,  it  may  involve  some 
fundamental  changes  in  the  method. 


Flat  Mat  Buckles 

QWhat  causes  the  page  and  large 
•  size  stereotype  flat  mats  to  wrin¬ 
kle  and  buckle  along  the  sides  near  the 
tail-end  when  flat  casting  them? 

A  Usually  the  cause  of  the  trouble 
is  that  the  mat  is  prevented  from 
flattening  out  due  to  interferences  un¬ 
der  the  casting  bars.  It  is  advisable  to 
avoid  locking  the  flat  box  too  tight.  All 
flat  casting  boxes  manufactured  allow 
for  adjustment  of  the  locking  hooks  to 
accommodate  variables  of  insulation 
board  thicknesses,  etc.  Drawings  are 
available  that  show  clearly  adjustments 
and  where  they  are  made  to  avoid  inter¬ 
ference  due  to  locking  the  box  too 
tight.  The  same  failure  could  be  pres¬ 
ent  due  to  other  types  of  interference 
under  the  casting  bars,  yet  in  all  cases 
of  the  side  and  end  wrinkle /buckle, 
the  mat  failed  to  slide  back  under  the 
bars  fully  as  intended.

The  TWO-STAGE  masking  method, 
or  the  double-overlay  method  or 
the  masked-mask  method,  as  it  is  some¬ 
times  called,  is  an  extremely  versatile 
and  popular  system  for  handling  the 
color  correction  normally  required 
when  printing  with  four-color  process 
inks.

The  conventional  procedure  for  car¬ 
rying  out  two-stage  masking  is  fully 
described  in  the  Kodak  Data  Book, 
Masking  for  Reflection  Copy.  The  pro¬ 
cedure  essentially  involves  the  making 
of  matched  separation  negatives,  gam¬ 
ma-one  positives,  and  principal  color- 
correcting  masks  which  are  used  in 
register  with  the  separation  negatives 
during  the  screening  stage.  Here,  the 
making  of  the  gamma-one  positives,  or 
“prema-ks”  as  they  are  commonly 
called,  could  he  considered  as  the  extra 
step  compared  with  single-stage  mask¬ 
ing.  This  positive-making  step  can  be 
very  simply  eliminated,  however,  by 
using  the  original  (which  is  a  cfdored 
positive)  with  an  appropriate  separat¬ 
ing  filter.

Masking  for  Reflection  Copy 

This  method  is  quite  similar  to  cam¬ 
era-hack  masking,*  except  that  the 
procedure  is  merely  reversed,  i.e.,  the 
M'paration  negatives  are  made  first  and 
the  color-correcting  masks  second. 
These  masks  are  then  registered  with 
the  separation  negatives  when  the  half¬ 
tone  positives  are  made. 

In  the  method  being  described  here, 
which  we  call  “two-stage  camera-hack 
masking.”  a  processed  separation  nega¬ 
tive  is  registered  on  the  camera  hack 
with  the  [irojected  image  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  copy.  .An  apjtropriate  color-separa¬ 
tion  filter  is  used  over  the  lens  to  obtain 
the  negative-positive  combination  re¬ 
quired  for  exposing  the  color-correct¬ 
ing  mask.  The  important  step  in  the 
process  is  to  achieve  cancellation  be¬ 
tween  the  negative  and  positive  ilensity 
ranges.  This  can  be  done  by  exposing 
the  separation  negatives  on  the  straight- 
line  portion  of  the  characteristic  curve 
and  developing  them  to  a  gamma  of 
one.

tical  with  the  procedures  used  in  con¬ 
ventional  camera-back  masking,  and 
will  not  be  repeated  here,  since  they 
are  described  in  detail  in  the  Kodak 
Q-Sheet.  It  should  be  pointed  out  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  use  of  the  register  print¬ 
ing  frame  greatly  facilitates  correcting 
any  misregister  which  might  inadver¬ 
tently  take  place  during  the  process, 
since  the  images  can  be  realigned  by 
direct  visual  inspection.  e  have  found 
that  the  simplest  method  of  correcting 
register  is  by  means  of  the  lens-board 
adjustments. 

The  following  step-by-step  proce¬ 
dure  can  be  followed  to  carry  out  two- 
stage  camera-back  masking  for  reflec¬ 
tion  copy. 

Separation  Negatives 

Four  sheets  of  Kodak  Separation 
Negative  I’.B.  Film  are  punched,  emul¬ 
sion  side  down,  on  the  Kodak  Register 


Punch.  A  sheet  of  the  punched  film 
is  then  placed  on  the  pins  of  the  reg¬ 
ister  frame  with  the  emulsion  toward 
the  lens.  The  usual  separations  are 
made,  in  turn,  using  Kodak  Wratten 
Filters,  Nos.  25,  58,  and  47B.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  fourth  sheet  is  given  a  partial 
exposure  with  the  No.  25  filter  and  a 
partial  exposure  with  the  No.  58  filter. 
This  split-filter  negative  serves  as  the 
black  printer.  The  separation  negatives 
should  be  checked  on  a  densitometer 
after  they  have  been  processed,  and 
reasonable  aimpoints  would  be  about 
1.90  and  0.55  in  the  0.00  and  1.60  steps, 
respectively,  of  the  original  reflection 
gray  scale.  These  figures  are  based 
on  average  camera  flare. 

W  hen  working  with  originals  having 
very  high  density  ranges,  it  is  often 
advisable  to  use  a  flash  or  fogging  ex¬ 
posure  on  the  separation  negatives.  To 
maintain  the  cancellation  required  he-

I  steps.  The  important  consideration  is 
to  have  the  cancellation  take  place  uni¬ 
formly  and  be  similar  in  all  the  masks. 

The  color  patches  mounted  beside 
the  original  are  used  in  evaluating  the 
color  correction  provided  by  the  masks. 
The  masks  are  checked  by  placing 
them  over  the  appropriate  separation 
negatives  and  reading  the  color 
patches.  A  detailed  description  of  the 
correction  afforded  by  the  masks  for 
both  the  wanted  and  the  unwanted  col¬ 
ors  is  given  on  page  46  of  the  Kodak 
Data  Book,  Masking  for  Reflection 
Copy. 

Correction  for  the  Black  Printer 

1  A  mask  to  correct  the  black  printer 
i  is  often  difficult  to  achieve  photographi- 
I  cally,  and  usually  optimum  results  de- 
I  pend  upon  the  subject  matter  being 
!  reproduced.  A  universally  adaptable 
!  mask  to  improve  the  correction  in  the 
,  split-filter  separation  negative,  which 
j  is  to  be  used  as  the  black  printer,  can 
I  be  made  at  the  same  time  the  other 
I  color-correcting  masks  are  being  ex- 
!  posed.  Each  time  a  mask  is  exposed 
'  for  one  of  the  color  printers,  as  just 
j  described,  the  fourth  sheet  of  punched 
I  film  should  be  given  a  partial  exposure. 

'  This  extra  sheet  of  film  can  be  stored 
I  in  the  film  box  or  in  a  dark  drawer 
between  exposures.  Tbe  three  expo¬ 
sures  made  on  this  sheet  of  film  can  be 
adjusted  relative  to  each  other  to  suit 
the  over-all  needs  of  the  original  sub¬ 
ject  matter. 

For  example,  removal  of  black  from 
magentas  and  reds  depends  upon  the 
exposure  level.  If  too  much  black  is 
being  removed  from  magentas,  the  rela¬ 
tive  amount  of  red  exposure  should  be 
reduced  compared  with  the  green  and 
blue  exposures.

Since  the  magenta  and  yellow 
j  printers  now  have  a  lower  density 
range  and  lower  highlight  contrast, 
the  resulting  halftone  positives  will  au¬ 
tomatically  maintain  this  relationship, 
and  will  have  the  proper  balance  to 
produce  an  approximate  neutral  with 
conventional  process  inks. 

The  highlight  mask  is  made  by 
l>unching  a  sheet  of  Kodalith  Pan 
Film,  emulsion  side  down  on  the  reg¬ 
ister  punch,  and  placing  the  film  on 
the  register  pins,  emulsion  toward  the 
lens.  No  diffusion  sheet  should  he 
used.  The  highlight  mask  is  exposed 
with  a  Wratten  Filter  No.  2.'i  over  the 
lens.  The  maximum  density  recorded 
in  the  0.00  step  of  the  gray  scale  should 
he  between  O.l.S  and  0.20  above  the 
base  density  of  the  film.  This  high¬ 
light  mask  is  used  in  register  with  the 
cyan-printer  negative  only. 

Halftone  Positives 

The  register  printing  frgme  is  now 
used  in  the  transparency  copyholder 
of  the  process  camera  when  making 
the  halftone  positives.  The  color-cor¬ 
recting  mask  is  placed  on  the  pins  first 
with  the  base  toward  the  lens.  Next, 
the  separation  negative  is  positioned 
on  the  pins  again  with  the  base  side 
toward  the  lens.  The  camera  halftone 
positive  will  then  be  right-reading 
through  the  base.

be  the  most  critical  step  in  the  process. 
Although  many  techniques  are  avail¬ 
able  for  introducing  variations  in  the 
shapes  of  the  halftone  curves,  they 
must  be  used  with  discretion;  other¬ 
wise,  tone  rendering  and  particularly 
color  balance  will  be  seriously  upset. 

It  is  best  to  screen  the  cyan  halftone 
first,  since  it  is  the  printer  which  estab¬ 
lishes  the  proper  tone  rendering  of  the 
reproduction.  The  contrast  of  the  half¬ 
tone  can  be  adjusted  by  the  use  of 
color-compensating  filters  (CC  Yellow 
series)  with  the  Kodak  Magenta  Con¬ 
tact  Screen,  or,  for  small  changes,  by 
still  development.  Once  the  screening 
conditions  have  been  established  for 
the  cyan  printer,  the  magenta  and  yel¬ 
low  halftone  positives  can  be  made  us¬ 
ing  the  same  conditions  (providing  the 
highlight  mask  was  used  on  the  cyan 
printer).  The  halftones  screened  in 
this  manner  will  have  the  proper  bal¬ 
ance  to  produce  an  approximately  neu¬ 
tral  scale.  For  example,  for  a  typical 
set  of  conditions,  a  gray-scale  step  with 
a  70  percent  dot  in  the  cyan  printer 
would  have  an  approximately  60  per¬ 
cent  dot  in  the  magenta  and  yellow 
printers. 

The  exact  balance  depends,  of 
course,  on  the  inks  used  and  on  the 
strength  with  which  they  are  printed. 
Although  slight  adjustments  would 
naturally  be  made  in  the  screening  to 
compensate  for  small  variations  that 
have  been  inadvertently  introduced  in¬ 
to  a  particular  job,  consistent  errors 
of  tone  rendering  and  color  balance 
should  be  corrected  in  the  separation¬ 
negative  stage  and  the  highlight-mask 
stage. 

Part  II  will  describe  the  application 
of  simplified  two-stage  masking  using 
transparencies  as  original  copy.  Special 
color  patches  suitable  for  evaluating 
two-stage  masking  of  transparencies 
will  also  be  described.

SYSTEMS  for  the  elimination 
-I  of  moire  —  grain  —  and  pattern  are 
outlined  in  this  article  for  the  (luality 
improvement  of  both  black-and-white 
and  color  work,  continuous-tone  and 
halftones. 

Every  lithographer  runs  into  the 
problem  of  getting  the  best  rescreen 
job  from  copy  that  might  have  come 
out  of  a  wastebasket  or  that  has  arrived 
from  the  best  art  museum.  As  a  large 
portion  of  all  the  artwork  used  in  li¬ 
thography  has  already  been  printed, 
and,  in  many  cases,  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  the  original  artwork,  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  u.se  halftone  rescreening.  This 
is  a  necessity  when  the  quality  of  the 
original  prevents  us  from  getting  a 
good  line-shot  pickup.  To  do  the  best 
possible  job  of  rescreening  for  elimi¬ 
nating  the  chicken-track  patterns  we 
are  offering  two  methods  which  will 
give  very  good  results. 


A  few  examples  of  classes  of  copy  that 
will  give  more  than  average  moire  trou¬ 
bles  are  enumerated  to  allow  quicker 
recognition  by  the  cameraman.  They 
are  as  follows: 

1.  I’hotos  or  reprints  showing  textile 
weaves  —  cloth-colored  patterns. 

2.  Building  materials  that  show  reg¬ 
ular  patterns  such -as  brick  and  stone 
work,  tile  work,  screens  on  window,  as 
reproduced  both  in  continuous-tone 
photos  and  reprints. 

3.  .Surface  textures  —  the  portraits 
printed  on  papers  that  have  texture 
patterns  or  embossed  designs. 

4.  In  nature  —  ripple  and  wave  pat¬ 
terns  such  as  in  li(]uids  if  regular. 

5.  Copy  which  by  its  small  size  will 
show  silver  grain  structure  if  it  is  sub- 
jecte.l  to  great  enlargement. 

6.  Copy  that  exhibits  regular  pat¬ 
tern  as  a  result  of  its  production,  such

7.  Copy  that  because  of  smudging 
or  misregister  can  be  used  only  as 
continuous-tone  copy  or  rescreen  work. 

Method  1 

Using  a  clear  piece  of  film  base 
to  eliminate  moire 

1.  Obtain  some  clear  film  base  in  a 
size  about  six  inches  square. 

2.  Use  the  subbed  film  sold  by  both 
.Ansco  or  Du  Pont  in  the  4  or  7  mil 
thickness  —  suhbed  film  not  having  an 
emulsion  on  it  will  stay  clean  and  free 
of  scratches  which  pick  up  dirt. 

3.  If  the  stripping  department  can’t 
help  the  cameraman  out  with  any 
subbed  film,  it  is  recommended  that  an 
ordinary  piece  of  litho  film  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  bot  water  plus  some  Linco 
bleach  to  take  off  its  emulsion. 

4.  Place  the  copy,  if  it  already  has 
been  screened,  at  an  angle  which  is  30 
degrees  away  from  which  it  was  origi¬ 
nally  screened. 

5.  If  a  glass  screen  is  being  used  it 
is  best  to  turn  the  screen  to  a  setting 
of  either  75  degrees  or  15  degrees  with 
the  copy  in  normal  position. 

6.  Focus  the  copy  as  sharply  as  pos¬ 
sible  with  an  adjustable  magnifier  of 
the  type  which  allows  for  the  thickness 


of  the  ground-glass  being  used,  and  ad¬ 
just  the  magnifier  to  the  ground-glass 
thickness  —  focus  in  a  clear  strip  of  the 
ground  glass. 

7.  If  the  copy  has  no  sharply  defined 
detail,  always  place  a  piece  of  sharp 
type  copy  next  to  your  subject  and 
focus  on  it. 

8.  Make  your  exposure  for  a  time 
period  about  25%  longer  than  nor¬ 
mally  used  for  any  particular  contrast 
copy. 

9.  During  the  exposure,  which  can 
be  made  with  either  a  glass,  a  magenta, 
a  gray  screen,  or  auto-screen  film,  you 
will  observe  the  following  technique 
steps: 

A.  Vibrate  film  continuously  in 
front  of  your  lens. 

H.  Use  a  short  lens  hood. 

C.  Hold  your  film  parallel  to  the 
lens  about  one  inch  away. 

1).  Eliminate  your  flash  exposure 
with  contact  screens. 

10.  Develop  in  the  normal  fCodalith 
A  &  B  developer  for  a  normal  length 
of  time,  but  agitate  the  developer  of 
film  during  all  of  the  development  pe¬ 
riod. 

11.  The  operator  of  the  camera  can 
be  released  from  vibrating  the  film  in 
front  of  the  lens  during  the  exposure 
by  adopting  the  use  of  a  mechanical

Method  2 

Use  of  the  new  Canon 
Contimat  filters 

This  method  is  recommended  to 
those  who  are  faced  with  making  very 
large  blowups  from  small  originals 
where  moire  will  be  a  constant  prob¬ 
lem.  It  is  recommended  also  for  elimi¬ 
nating  ail  other  types  of  screen-formed 
patterns. 

The  Canon  Contimat  filters  are  opti¬ 
cally  flat  disks  of  glass  that  are  manu- 
factureil  by  the  Canon  (Camera  Co.  of 
Tokyo,  Japan.  They  have  on  their  sur¬ 
faces  a  series  of  transitarent  circles  in 
random  patterns  designed  to  eliminate 
or  break  up  the  screen  patterns  opti¬ 
cally.  These  filters  were  first  designed 
for  35  mm.  miniature  camera  users  to 
allow  them  to  shoot  television  screen 
l)ictures  and  eliminate  the  lines  of  the 
screen.  Success  in  elimination  of  tele¬ 
vision  lines  led  to  the  production  of  the 
filters  to  fit  all  of  the  commonly  used 
focal  lengths  of  current  series  of  proc¬ 
ess  lenses. 

A  set  of  the  filters,  plus  a  filter  holder 
which  is  always  clamped  on  the  front  of 
the  lens,  plus  a  mathematical  slide  rule 
in  circular  form  that  tells  which  of  the 
filters  you  should  use  to  eliminate 
moire,  are  sold  in  a  compact  wooden 
case.  Two  items  which  if  is  best  -to 
have  on  hand  when  using  the  kit  are  a 
protractor  and  a  screen-ruling  indica¬ 
tor,  such  as  produced  by  the  Ilford 
Company. 


I’rocedure  in  using  the  Canon  Conti¬ 
mat  filters  is  as  follows: 

1.  Turn  the  copy,  if  a  rescreen  is 
being  shot,  to  a  30-degree  angle  from 
which  it  was  originally  exposed. 

2.  Focus  the  copy  sharply  with  an 
adjustable  10-ptnver  magnifier  —  tak¬ 
ing  the  same  precautions  in  focusing 
as  in  -Method  1.  .Since  the  Contimat 
filters  have  appreciable  thickness,  the 
operator  must  do  his  focusing  with  a 
plain  glass  blank  in  the  filter  holder 
which  is  supplied  for  this  purpose. 

3.  Determine  which  of  the  Conti¬ 
mat  filters  you  will  use  at  this  point 
by  Using  their  slide  rule  which  takes 
into  consideration  the  degree  of  en¬ 
largement  or  reduction,  the  screen  rul¬ 
ing  of  the  original,  and  the  screen  used. 
Since  all  of  the  filters  are  numbered 
you  will  mount  the  filter  indicated  by 
number  on  the  sliile  wheel. 

4.  Expose  your  negative  using  any 
type  of  screen,  glass,  or  contact,  for 
a  period  alntut  25%  longer  than  nor¬ 
mal. 

5.  Eliminate  the  (lash  exposure  if  a 
contact  screen  is  being  used. 

6.  Develop  in  normal  Kodalith  A  & 
II  developer  for  normal  processing  time 
but  Use  a  high  degree  of  agitation  of 
the  developer  on  the  film. 

In  the  shooting  of  continuous-tone 
negatives  with  either  of  the  two  meth¬ 
ods  outlined,  it  is  advisable  to  expose 
slightly  less  than  normal  and  develop 
slightly  longer  than  normal  to  insure 
proj)er  contrast  in  the  negative  or  posi¬ 
tive.  Exposure  times,  of  course,  will 
change  to  compensate  for  changes  in 
copy  contrast  and  density  as  well  as 
size.

Can  You  Afford  Not  to  Go 
to  a  Convention? 

by  Harold  J.  Ashe 

There  are  this  year  the  usual  num- 
her  of  conventions  and  other  events  in 
the  graphic  arts  industry.  Before  con¬ 
vention  deadline  a  good  many  printers 
will  ponder  whether  to  attend,  whether 
attendance  can  he  afforded,  either  in 
terms  of  direct  cost  or  indirect  cost 
due  to  absence  from  their  business. 

Perhaps,  for  a  small  minority  of 
printers,  there  is  a  practical  financial 
problem  which  does  need  considera¬ 
tion.  However,  when  the  question  of 
attending  an  association  convention  is 
so  posed,  the  answer  too  often  is  re¬ 
solved  negatively  when  it  should  not 
he.  Too  little  constructive  thought  is 
given  to  the  (juestion. 

Printers  not  yet  committed  to  con¬ 
vention  attendance  might  much  more 
wisely  rephrase  the  question:  Can  I 
afford  not  to  go?  This  brings  into  con¬ 
sideration  both  the  tangible  and  in¬ 
tangible  benefits  of  going  to  a  conven¬ 
tion.  It  puts  the  problem  into  sharper 
focus.  The  out-of-pocket  expense  be¬ 
comes,  as  it  should,  a  secondary  con¬ 
sideration,  often  a  minor  one. 

In  attending  a  convention  or  other 
trade  event,  a  printer  is  able  to  estab¬ 
lish  contact  with  the  latest  thinking

in  the  industry.  He  is  presented  with  a 
broad  panoramic  picture  of  the  indus¬ 
try’s  problems  and  how  they  are  being 
solved.  The  very  fact  of  participating 
in  the  give-and-take  of  a  convention 
has  a  stimulating  effect  on  the  printer. 
It  uproots  him  from  his  snug,  familiar 
moorings.  He  finds  his  self-satisfied 
opinions  and  business  cliches  are  open 
to  challenge.  Those  things  he  l)elieves 
he  is  doing  well  he  very  likely  discovers 
others  are  doing  better.  This  may 
arouse  him  to  the  necessity  for  greater 
efforts,  and  this  may  show  up  on  the 
profit  side  of  the  ledger  from  there  on 
out. 

It  would  he  a  gross  exaggeration  to 
say  that  all  successful  printers  always 
attend  conventions.  It  is  no  exaggera¬ 
tion,  however,  to  say  that,  with  hardly 
an  exception,  those  who  do  attend  are 
successful.  There  is  always  a  scatter¬ 
ing  (and  it  is  regrettable  there  aren’t 
more)  of  printers  in  attendance  who 
aren’t  too  successful,  but  who  are  on 
their  way  in  the  right  direction.  They 
have  the  good  judgment  to  know  that 
conventions  are  helping  them  to  be¬ 
come  successful.  It  is  one  of  the  ironic 
facts  of  trade  conventions  that  those 
members  of  the  trade  who  could  bene¬ 
fit  the  most  too  often  don’t  attend. 

Many  convention  holdouts  waste  con¬ 
siderable  time  during  the  year  in  pur¬ 
poseless  activities  and  management 
boondoggling.  They  can  always  find

time  to  |)lay  hooky  from  husiness  for 
pleai'Ure  jaunts,  and  would  not  think 
of  denying  themselves  these  trips  on 
the  grounds  of  business  necessity. 
Within  limits  this  is  good  business,  too, 
because  they  come  hack  refreshed.  Yet, 
when  they  consirler  the  advisability  of 
attending  a  trade  convention,  they  be¬ 
latedly  start  counting  the  money  costs 
and  ignore  the  benefits  of  attendance. 
Three  or  four  days  absence  from  busi¬ 
ness  assumes  new  importance.  Sud¬ 
denly  time  is  hoarded  in  a  miserly 
manner  not  consistent  with  behavior 
patterns  the  balance  of  the  year. 

A  printer  who  thinks  nothing  of  go¬ 
ing  away  for  a  week  on  a  hunting  trip 
becomes  fearful  his  business  will  suffer 
during  a  convention  trip.  Chances  are 
his  hunting  safari  will  set  him  hack  sev¬ 
eral  times  the  outlay  for  a  convention 
trip. 

Even  that  hardhoiled  critic  of  busi¬ 
ness  expenditures,  the  Internal  Reve¬ 
nue  .Service,  recognizes  that  trade  as¬ 
sociation  convention  attendance  is 
“ordinary”  and  “necessary”  in  the  con¬ 
duct  of  a  business  venture.  IRS  is  not 
noted  for  its  liberality  in  such  matters, 
hut  it  recognizes  that  attending  trade 
association  conventions  has  a  beneficial 
effect  on  the  business  of  those  attend¬ 
ing.  Therefore,  it  permits  100  percent 
deductibility  of  travel,  hotel,  meal,  and 
other  direct  costs  incident  to  a  print¬ 
er’s  attendance.  In  this  respect,  IR.S 
shows  better  business  judgment  than  at 
least  some  of  those  who  fail  to  attend 
trade  association  conventions  on  the 
plea  of  cost.

Asiatic  Filmsetting 

Among  a  considerable  number  of 
new  machines  exhibited  for  the  first 
time  at  the  Leipzig  Fair  by  the  Poly¬ 
graph  organization  was  the  Polytype 
filmsetting  machine  for  Asiatic  lan¬ 
guages,  made  by  VEB  Reprotechnik. 
The  machine  is  designed  for  those  lan¬ 
guages  that  employ  ideograms  in  place 
of  alphabetical  characters,  and  will 
handle  up  .to  3,600  word  forms.  Set¬ 
ting  in  sizes  equivalent  to  7,  9,  10,  12, 
16  and  20  pt.  are  obtainable  on  a  meas¬ 
ure  of  approximately  42  ems. 

The  principle  of  the  Polytype  is  very 
simple.  The  horizontal  working  front 
of  the  machine,  at  which  the  operator 
sits,  carries  the  controls  and  a  com¬ 
plete  matrix  scheme,  illuminated  from 
below.  One  arm  of  a  pantograph  is 
free  to  be  moved  over  this  scheme  so 
that  the  end  of  the  arm  is  pointed  to 


word  form  desired;  by  this  means  the 
pantograph  is  caused  to  move  the  ma¬ 
trix  carrier  within  the  optical  system 
of  the  machine  so  that  the  appropriate 
negative  is  brought  into  the  optical 
axis  of  the  photographic  objective.  On 
pressing  a  contact  in  the  end  of  the 
moving  arm,  an  exposure  is  made. 

The  change  of  size  is  obtained  by 
turning  a  knob  to  bring  the  appropri¬ 
ate  objective  in  focus.

(juirements  of  careful  typographical 
spacing  do  not  apply,  and  spacing  is 
set  to  be  unchanged  throughout  a  line: 
this  is  variable  in  steps  of  0.5  pt.  be¬ 
tween  0  and  5  points.  Line  spacing  is 
also  carried  out  manually. 

To  provide  a  line-by-line  proof  of 
the  setting  as  it  progresses,  the  ma¬

The  French  Optype 

The  French  Optype,  which  is  essen¬ 
tially  not  so  much  a  filmsetter  as  an 
optical  line  justification  device  expand¬ 
ing  or  condensing  type  characters  and 
spaces  proportionally  in  width  but  not 
in  height,  has  now  been  put  through 
its  paces  in  several  firms  producing 
trade  catalogues,  etc.  The  device  uses 
typewritten  copy  (IBM,  Olivetti)  and 
this  flat  copy  then  put  under  a  plain 
glass  plate  held  by  setting  screws. 
Registrati'  n  of  lines  is  obtained  opti¬ 


cally  on  a  ground  glass  screen  and  copy 
and  film  on  which  photography  is  made 
may  now  be  moved  individually.  A 
rapiil  synchronized  film  and  copy  wind 
is  also  provided,  and  settings  are  very 
finely  calibrated.

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their  large-scale  construction  programs, 
and  the  Federal  Government,  despite 
its  substantially  improved  budgetary 
position,  had  to  cover  a  large  deficit 
for  the  calendar  year  as  a  whole . 

“Under  the  existing  conditions  of 
the  supply  and  demand  for  funds,  in¬ 
terest  rates  and  bond  yields  moved  up 
all  during  1959,  and  by  year-end  were 
as  high  as  they  had  been  for  a  genera¬ 
tion.  The  rise  was  particularly  marked 
in  the  case  of  short-term  credit,  where 
demand  pressures  were  heaviest.  .  .  . 
The  increase  in  GNP  (gross  national 
product)  over  the  past  year  was 
achieved  with  little  expansion  in  the 
money  supply.” 

At  the  same  time,  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics  has  reported  that 
for  .April,  the  most  recent  month  for 
which  it  has  made  a  survey,  the  cost 
of  living,  as  measured  in  the  consumer 
price  index,  soared  to  a  record  high  of 
126.2  percent  of  average  1947-49  prices. 
The  jump  of  one-half  of  one  percent  for 
the  month  was  the  largest  in  about  a 
year.  Just  as  important,  economists 
(in  and  out  of  government)  were  ex¬ 
pecting  further  increases  to  be  posted 
in  the  cost  of  living  during  June,  July, 
and  August.  F'ood  prices  certainly 
will  be  higher,  and  perhaps  other  parts 
of  the  index  will  show  increases. 

This  seems  to  indicate  that  while  the 
administration  has  not  abandoned  its 
heralded  fight  against  “inflation,”  it  is 
not  as  likely  to  talk  as  much  about  this 
subject  during  the  political  campaign 
ahead  as  seemed  likely  last  year.  In 
spite  of  all  the  “indirect  controls”  at 
its  disposal,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
advertising  campaigns  in  modern  times 
against  expenditures,  the  administra¬ 
tion  has  been  notably  unsuccessful  in 
holding  the  line,  either  on  federal  ex- 
lienditures  or  on  prices  as  a  whole.

FINE  PRINTING  PAPERS  FOR  ADVERTISING  LITERATURE  AND  THE  PUBLISHING  OF  BOOKS 
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recently  also  was  released  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  In  October, 
1959,  according  to  the  Census  Bureau, 
there  were  8.5  million  employees  of  fed¬ 
eral,  state  and  local  governments  in  the 
U.  S.,  the  greatest  number  in  all  his¬ 
tory.  They  collected,  that  month,  $.5.1 
billion  in  pay,  a  4.5  percent  increase 
over  the  previous  October.  Just  as 
significant  was  the  fact  that  the  pay¬ 
roll  of  the  public  employees  had 
doubled  in  one  brief  decade  —  1949  to 
1959.  The  payroll  for  federal  workers 
alone,  including  retired  federal  em¬ 
ployees  drawing  pensions,  now  runs 
more  than  $1  billion  a  month. 

Considering  the  stratification  of  the 
economy  —  from  the  standpoint  of 
money  collected  by  governments  wher¬ 
ever  workers  turn,  and  money  paid 
out  merely  to  keep  the  wheels  of  gov¬ 
ernment  moving,  and  the  industry 


which  serves  government  —  it  is  pretty 
plain  that  there  can  he  no  appreciable 
downturn  in  economic  activity,  and  no 
significant  “deflation.”  Built-in  federal 
spending,  including  social  security  pay¬ 
ments,  plus  capital  spending,  gives  as 
solid  a  base  to  the  economy  as  can  be 
imagined.  But  it  means,  at  the  same 
time,  that  there  is  only  one  direction 
for  debt  and  prices  to  move  —  and 
that,  of  course,  is  higher  all  the  time. 
Over  the  long  haul,  this  has  been  the 
case  for  decades,  with  certain  notable 
interruptions.  It  seems  almost  certain 
to  be  what  is  in  the  outlook  for  years 
to  come. 

P.  0.  Plans  to  Limit  Envelope  Sites 

THE  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department 
has  notified  business  mail  users  —  and 
printers  should  bear  this  in  mind,  in 
stocking  envelopes  for  future  use  — 
that  there  will  be  less  freedom  to  use

Under  the  proposed  standards  the 
Post  Office  expects  to  make  effective 
hy  January,  1962,  only  rectangular  en¬ 
velopes  will  he  accepted  for  mailing  at 
first-  and  third-class  rates.  There  will 
he  minimum  size  standards,  and  a  re- 
({uirement  that  all  third-class  matter 
he  mailed  flat. 

When  the  Post  Office,  a  year  ago, 
notified  Congress  that  the  freedom  to 
mail  any  kind  of  letter  would  he  lost 
through  mechanization,  the  department 
reported  that  it  had  a  three  hy  five 
inch  minimum  under  consideration  for 
letter  mail.  A  rate  differential  was  sug¬ 
gested  for  mail  which  does  not  con¬ 
form  to  the  new  standards,  when  these 
are  announced. 

On  May  5,  in  the  Federal  Register, 
the  Post  Office  gave  official  notice  that 


it  will  enforce  a  three-inch  high  by 
four-and-a-half-inch  long  minimum  on 
letter  mail.  Any  envelope  smaller  than 
this  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  mails. 
The  letter  must  he  rectangular  in  shape 
and  with  full  sealing  on  all  four  sides. 

Third-class  mail,  under  the  proposal, 
will  he  sealed,  hut  will  carry  a  notation 
authorizing  a  postmaster  to  open  for 
inspection.  Comments  were  invited  by 
business  users  to  the  tentative  pro¬ 
posals. 

No  Postal  Rate  Rise  This  Time, 
Maybe  Next  Year 

CONGRE.S.S  has  nixed  the  admin¬ 
istration’s  higher  postal  rate  proposals, 
hut  the  pressure  for  such  higher  rates 
undoubtedly  will  he  renewed  in  the 
next  session,  regardless  of  who  wins 
the  forthcoming  election.

ter  and  resigned  themselves  to  second- 
rate  service. 

But  at  least,  for  this  year,  business¬ 
men  will  not  have  to  count  on  higher 
rates  than  Congress  voted  several  years 
ago.  By  the  time  the  economy  has 
grown  used  to  the  four-cent  first  class 
stamp,  there  undoubtedly  will  be  a  five- 
cent  one,  and,  in  the  far  future,  no 
doubt  a  six-cent  one.  Steadily  rising, 
creeping  costs  seem  to  be  one  of  the 
facts  of  life  these  years. 


The  Printing  Industry  of  America 
has  been  distributing  to  its  members 
a  copy  of  the  Survey  of  Economic  Ef¬ 
fects  of  Third-Class  Bulk  Mail  Rate 
Increase,  which  some  months  ago  won 
the  praise  of  Postmaster  General 
Arthur  Summerfield.  However,  the  As¬ 
sociated  Third  Class  Mail  Users,  also 
headquartered  in  Washington,  has 
been  fighting  the  projected  increases 
in  third-class  rates  bitterly,  claiming 
that  these  will  injure  both  mailers 


Donaldson  all  testified  for  higher  rates 
before  the  Senate  and  House  Commit¬ 
tees  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service. 

In  the  meantime,  businessmen  are 
putting  their  efforts  to  striving  to  im¬ 
press  upon  the  postal  management  — 
whoever  may  be  at  the  top  of  it  —  the 
necessity,  from  business’  standpoint, 
of  adequate  handling  of  the  mails.

More  SBA  Loons  to  Printers 

BUSINE.^S  loan  approvals  by  the 
IJ.  .S.  .Small  Business  .\dministration 
<luring  .4pril,  latest  month  for  which 
information  is  available,  were  higher 
in  April  than  in  March,  and  the  appli¬ 
cations  are  expected  to  increase  during 
the  remainder  of  this  year. 

As  noted  by  the  Office  of  Business 
Economics,  the  money  sup|)ly  has  been 
held  relatively  stable,  while  the  growth 


of  the  economy  has  demanded  more 
credit.  As  a  result,  many,  many  small 
businessmen  have  felt  a  credit  pinch. 
.Some  of  them  merely  pull  in  their  belts 
and  do  not  borrow,  thus  decreasing 
their  total  consumption  —  and,  some¬ 
times,  their  total  business,  yet  making 
out.  Others  scrounge  around  for  credit 
and,  unable  to  get  adequate  commer¬ 
cial  hank  credit,  turn  to  private  lend¬ 
ers,  where  they  pay  bonuses  or  high 
interest.  Some  go  to  the  SB.A,  and 
some  of  those  applying  are  able  to  get 
credit  help. 

On  a  cumulative  basis,  since  the  start 
of  the  “flexible  interest  rate”  program 
of  the  Eisenhower  administration,  the 
.SBA  has  approved  19,,'S14  business 
loans  for  $914  million  to  help  small 
companies,  all  of  whom  were  turned 
down  by  banks  before  they  applied  to 
the  SB.A.  Officials  of  the  agency  say 
that  the  amount  of  defaulters  to  SBA 
is  no  greater,  on  a  percentage  basis.

000  to  a  book  publishing  plant  with 
five  employees  in  Massachusetts;  a  di¬ 
rect  loan  of  $100,000  to  a  book  bindery 
with  53  employees,  in  New  York  C!ity ; 


a  participation  loan  of  $16,000  to  a 
printing  plant  with  eight  employees  in 
I’ennsylvania. 

There  were  others  in  the  list,  but 
the  examples  above  indicate  just  how 
what  is  known  as  “tight  money”  has 
affected  printing  companies,  many  of 
them  sizable  operations,  in  all  sections 
of  the  country. 

Surge  of  Interest  in  Iducation 

THE  surge  forward  in  education  in¬ 
terest  during  the  10.50s,  as  underscored 
in  a  recent  report  of  the  U.  !s.  Bureau 
of  the  ('ensus,  holds  great  meaning  for 
the  ()rinting  industry.  Highlights  of 
the  report  are  summarized  as  follows: 

In  Ocotober,  1959,  there  were  44.- 
370,000  persons  frf)ni  five  to  .34  years 
old  enrolled  in  the  nation’s  schools  or 
colleges.  This  was  55.5  percent  of  the 
civilian  non-institutional  population  in 
that  age  group. 

A  year  earlier,  enrollment  stood  at

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42.9  million,  or  .S4.8  percent.  In  IQ.SO, 
enrollment  was  .'}0,276,00(),  or  44.2  per¬ 
cent.  In  other  words,  the  school-aiie 
population  potential  is  increasing,  and 
an  increasing  percentage  of  those  who 
are  of  the  proper  age  groups  are  stay¬ 
ing  in  .Kchool. 

More  and  more  five-year-olds  are  be¬ 
ing  entered  in  kindergartens  and  more 
16-  and  17-year-old  youths  are  staying 
in  high  school  until  graduation.  There 
is  a  growing  a|)preciation  of  the  value 
of  a  college  education. 

.Although  regional  variations  in  en¬ 
rollment  rates  were  slight  for  children 
seven  to  1.3  years  old,  the  differences 
stood  out  again  at  ages  14  and  over. 
In  the  M'est.  the  proportion  of  youths 
and  young  adults  enrolled  was  higher 
than  in  the  other  regions. 

About  six  million  children  were  in 
junior  high  schools  —  some  of  them  in 


combined  junior-senior  high  schools  — 
in  October,  1959. 

The  increased  interest  in  education, 
and  the  determination  of  young  people 
to  go  to  school  both  earlier  and  longer, 
is  considered  optimistic  news  for  the 
printing  industry  in  many  ways.  More 
kindergarten  pupils,  of  course,  means 
more  hooks,  used  earlier,  or  more  print¬ 
ing.  More  students  staying  in  high 
scho(d  until  graduation,  or  going  to 
college,  also  means  more  hooks  used 
immediately,  since  each  child  who 
stays  in  school  uses  a  number  of  books. 
More  important,  the  higher  the  educa¬ 
tion,  the  more  apt  the  student  will  be 
to  read  magazines,  hooks,  and  other 
printed  materials  all  through  his  later 
life.  This  means  a  steadily  increasing 
demand  for  printed  materials,  in  all 
editorial  fields,  in  the  long  future.

Balancing  Separations 

QWhy  all  the  fuss  about  balancing 
•  the  separation  negatives?  I  have 
made  many  process  jobs  with  the  sepa¬ 
rations  slightly  out  of  balance. 

A  You  and  hundreds  more  have 
made  good  reproductions  with 
separations  that  were  slightly  out  of 
halanre  hy  bringing  them  hack  in  the 
screening  operation.  I  believe  most  of 
the  recommendations  that  are  directed 
to  people  starting  in  color  work  em¬ 
phasize  the  importance  of  balancing 
separations  not  only  to  produce  the 
best  result  hut  to  help  simplify  the 
screening  step.  It  is  true,  as  you  have 
mentioned,  that  you  can  accomplish 
good  results  with  separation  negatives 
that  were  slightly  out  of  balance,  but 
with  a  balanced  set  of  separation  nega¬ 
tives  the  making  of  the  screened  posi¬ 
tives  requires  less  adjusting  to  get  the 
desired  results.

However,  there  are  prohlems  in¬ 
volved  that  make  obtaining  the  best 
results  under  |)roduction  <-onditions  in 
the  “average  shop"  with  screens  higher 
than  150-line  somewhat  difficult.  Quite 
often,  losses  can  he  noticed  at  both 
ends  of  the  tonal  scale.  Hy  this,  I  mean 
loss  of  highlight  dots  and  plugging  of 
shadows.  A  highlight  dot  made  with  a 
.500-line  screen  can  be  a  mighty  small 
area  to  get  on  the  printed  sheet. 


Even  Development 

Q/)f>  you  hate  any  hints  on  how  to 
•  obtain  more  even  development  of 
negatives  and  positives? 

A  I  do  not  have  any  suggestions 
•  that  1  can  call  my  own,  l)Ut  1  can 
review  some  of  the  accepted  beliefs  and 
practices  in  the  trade  and  by  people 
who  have  investigated  this  problem. 

One  belief  is  that  the  tray  should  be 
a  size  larger  than  the  film  or  plate  be¬ 
ing  developed.  The  method  of  lifting 
the  edge  «>f  the  tray  in  a  given  sequence 
and  not  varying  the  order  tends  to  de¬ 
velop  the  outer  edges  more  than  the 
center  of  the  film  or  |)late. 

The  system  used  by  commercial 
photographers  of  developing  a  whole 
film  pack  (12  sheets)  by  lifting  each 
sheet  out  of  the  tray  and  placing  it 
on  top  is  considered  a  good  technique. 
With  this  metlmtl,  you  are  moving  the 
film  and  not  the  tray. 

There  are  aUo  ways  of  adjusting  de- 
vel(q>er  solutions  to  obtain  more  even 
results,  especially  if  developing  time  is 
extremely  short.

Ink  Setting  Problem 

Q  Enclosed  please  find  a  printed 
m  sheet  run  on  a  l7Vix22Yi  offset 
press.  May  I  call  your  attention  to 
the  streaks  of  gray  made  by  rubbing 
across  some. 

Some  other  sheets  on  this  job  dried 
perfectly  and  some  are  like  this.  Would 
you  please  tell  me  if  this  is  a  drying 
condition  or  a  chalking  condition?  The 
gray  was  run  first  down  and  the  black 
teas  run  four  days  later,  which  should 
hate  given  the  gray  sufficient  time  to 
dry. 

I  am  enclosing  the  formula  we  used 
for  the  gray  ink.  Any  information  will 
be  appreciated. 

A  For  the  record  we  had  better 
•  explain  the  two  sheets  you  sent 
alnn»  with  your  letter.  One  showed 
siffiis  of  scratches  an<l  marks  where  the 
ink  had  rubbed  off,  while  the  other 
was  clean.  When  I  received  the  sheets 
both  were  perfectly  dry  and  both  re¬ 
acted  the  same  to  a  ruh  and  scratch 
test.  In  other  words,  your  problem 
was  definitely  one  of  drying  or  setting 
and  not  one  of  chalking. 

Ill  order  to  cope  with  any  problem 
you  must  first  recognize  the  trouble, 
ifiml  out  bow  it  hapjiens  and  the  solu¬ 
tion  is  easy. 

What  is  chalking?  It  is  a  situation 
whereby  the  ink  on  the  sheets  refuses 
to  dry.  has  a  chalky  feeling,  and  rubs 
off  at  tbe  slightest  touch.  This  situa-

tion  occurs  when  the  extreme  portion 
of  the  vehicle  is  absorbed  into  the 
sheet  leaving  the  pigment  with  very 
little  vehicle  on  the  paper  surface. 
Without  sufficient  vehicle,  the  ink  can¬ 
not  dry  and  the  pigment  rubs  off  as 
a  powder. 

To  better  understand  this,  it  might 
he  helpful  to  know  something  about 
the  ingredients  of  ink  and  how  it  is 
made.  Ink,  for  the  most  part,  is  com¬ 
posed  of  various  vehicles  or  varnishes, 
pigments,  compounds,  and  driers. 
These  ingredients  are  first  mixed  to¬ 
gether  and  then  run  through  an  ink 
mill  as  many  times  as  is  necessary  to 
give  the  ink  proper  texture.  However, 
regardless  of  how  many  times  the  ink 
is  mixed  or  run  through  the  mill,  the 
pigment  is  never  dissolved  into  the 
vehicle.  Rather,  it  is  suspended  in  the 
varnish.  If  it  were  possible  to  filter 


the  ink  fine  enough,  you  would  end  up 
with  pigment  and  varnish  in  its  origi¬ 
nal  state. 

As  you  know,  chalking  troubles  are 
not  encountered  when  running  un¬ 
coated  stocks.  This  is  because  most  of 
these  are  very  |)orous.  When  examined 
under  a  magnifying  glass,  most  un¬ 
coated  stocks  have  a  fibrous  finish  con¬ 
taining  large  pores  or  openings  which 
readily  accept  the  ink.  With  coated 
stock  you  find  the  opposite  condition. 
Coated  stocks  have  a  less  porous  and 
much  smoother  surface,  and,  as  you 
might  not  have  realized,  is  much  more 
absorbent  than  uncoated  stocks.  It  is 
this  extreme  absorbency  that  causes 
chalking  if  ink  is  not  made  to  fit  the 
stock,  or  if  binding  nr  setting  ({ualities 
of  ink  are  destroyed  by  addition  of 
excessive  amounts  of  wrong  types  of 
compounds  or  varnishes. 

hen  this  type  of  ink  is  lithographed 
on  any  absorbent  surface,  the  vehicle

However,  the  smooth  fine  surface  of  the 
coating  prevents  the  pigment  particles 
from  penetrating  thereby  leaving  the 
remaining  ink  on  the  surface  with  a 
powderlike  surface  that  we  call  chalk. 
This  condition  is  common  in  older 
types  of  ink  in  which  the  varnishes 
used  do  not  have  the  fast-drying,  bind¬ 
ing,  setting,  and  water-resistant  qual¬ 
ities  of  modern  inks.  If  your  ink  takes 
on  excessive  water  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  slimes  up  your  from  rollers  and 
shows  other  characteristics  typical  of 
waterlogging,  you  will  save  time  and 
trouble  by  discarding  the  ink.  Be  sure 
the  condition  is  not  due  to  other  causes, 
such  as  excessive  dryer,  fountain  etch, 
or  glazed  rollers. 

If  your  ink  has  good  water-resisting 
qualities  but  still  has  a  tendency  to 
chalk,  the  condition  can  be  correcteil 


by  the  proper  use  of  a  good  binding 
varnish.  This  will  work  three  ways  in 
improving  the  working  qualities  of 
your  ink:  ( 1)  It  will  add  binding  prop¬ 
erties  or  tack  which  will  hold  pigment 
and  vehicle  together,  thereby  prevent¬ 
ing  excessive  penetration;  (2)  it  will 
accelerate  setting  and  drying;  (3)  it 
will  make  your  ink  more  water-resist¬ 
ant. 

At  this  point  I  would  like  to  say  a 
few  words  about  binding  varnishes. 

hat  kind  of  varnish  will  do  the  best 
job?  Any  sticky  or  tacky  varnish  will 
add  binding  (jualities  to  your  ink.  but 
if  you  want  best  results,  this  is  not 
enough.  How  about  a  regular  No.  8 
litho  varnish  or  a  body  gum?  These 
are  old  standbys  that  have  been  used 
for  years  and  did  a  fair  job  but  have 
been  superseded  by  varnishes  that  are 
far  superior  in  every  re-^pect.  Although 
they  will  do  a  binding  job,  they  lack 
the  water-resistance  and  drying  quali-

ties  that  are  essential  in  a  good  binding 
varnish. 

There  are  several  types  of  binding 
varnishes  available.  They  are  made 
from  fast-drying  oils  and  can  be  made 
up  in  a  body  that  will  suit  your  needs. 
These  varnishes  not  only  do  an  excel¬ 
lent  job  in  preventing  chalking  on 
coated  stock,  but  can  also  be  used  to 
speed  up  drying  on  any  kind  of  stock. 
Ask  your  inkman  about  them. 

Although  a  good  binding  varnish  is 
necessary  in  every  i)ressroom,  there  is 
something  wrong  with  the  picture  if 
you  have  to  add  it  to  every  ink  every 
time  you  run  coated  stock.  There  are 
excellent  working  inks  being  made  to¬ 
day  that  can  he  used  on  most  stocks 
with  very  little  or  no  adjustment.  These 
inks  set  very  rapidly  and,  if  properly 
handled,  will  dry  on  most  coated  stocks 
in  a  very  short  time.  They  also  will 


liry  faster  on  hard-surfaced  offset 
stocks  on  which  fast-drying  is  much 
more  difficult.  Besides  setting  and  dry¬ 
ing  faster,  these  inks  print  cleaner  and 
sharper  and  do  a  much  better  job  of 
trapping,  especially  on  multicolor 
presses. 

Actually,  chalking  is  almost  a  thing 
of  the  past.  If  you  do  incur  a  chalking 
problem,  it  probably  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  ink  ii.  its  original  state  but  rather 
what  you  do  to  it  on  the  press. 

If  any  adjustment  in  the  ink  is  nec- 
«‘ssary,  it  is  im[)ortant  that  the  right 
ingredients  are  used,  us  the  addition 
of  the  wrong  type  of  varnish  or  com¬ 
pound  may  have  a  tendency  to  destroy 
the  fast-setting  and  drying  (|ualities  of 
the  ink.  This  does  not  mean  that  you 
will  have  to  clutter  up  your  ink  shelves 
with  a  lot  of  reducers  and  conumunds. 
On  the  contrary,  it  will  afford  you  an 
excellent  reason  to  get  rid  of  any

may  have  been  the  cause  of  some  of 
your  trouble. 

()|ia(|ue  whites  today  are  even  for¬ 
mulated  to  set  in  fast  time.  However, 
I  would  avoid  usin^  them  to  any  great 
extent.  This  because  they  tend  to  pile 
on  the  plate  and  blanket  and  dull  the 
sheen  of  the  ink.  In  our  shop  we  make 
it  a  habit  to  use  only  enough  opaque 
white  to  achieve  necessary  opacity  due 
to  the  paper  being  run  or  the  color 
swatch  being  matched.  Hydrate  is  gen¬ 
erally  used  with  the  opariue  white  to 
reduce  the  tinctorial  strength  of  the 
ink  to  the  desired  shade. 

Your  inkmaker  would  he  in  a  better 
position  than  I  to  judge  your  formula¬ 
tion.  I  think  you  would  have  been  bet¬ 
ter  off  with  more  hydrate  and  less 
oparpie  white,  hut  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  as  you  explained  them,  and 
after  vi*‘wing  the  sheets,  I  suspect  your 
problem  was  one  of  excessive  water 
at  various  times  throughout  the  run 
and  not  the  ink. 

If  you  don't  control  your  water  at 
all  times  it  is  so  easy  to  waterlog  your 
ink.  P'or  example,  you  encounter  feed¬ 
er  tronhle  and  don’t  watch  your  water 
ch»se  enough.  The  sheets  you  run  dur¬ 
ing  the  trouble  and  those  run  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  problem  is  solved  are 
printed  with  waterlogged  ink.  Nat¬ 
urally,  ink  on  these  sheets  is  going  to 
take  longer  to  dry  than  on  those  printed 
with  fresh  ink.

enough  to  produce  any  answer  as  to 
its  economy  of  operation  as  weighed 
against  normal  table  work  in  many 
ojterations.

Using  Paper  in  Summer

removal  of  the  wrappers  and  exposure 
of  paper  to  a  humid  atmosphere  for 
any  period  of  time  beyond  a  few  hours 
prior  to  printing  is  an  invitation  to 
trouble.  Paper  should  not  be  stored  in 
damp  basements  and  particularly  so 
if  storage  facilities  on  the  first  or  high¬ 
er  level  floors  are  available.  Rolls 
whose  ends  are  stored  on  damp  floors 
will  develop  excessive  tightness  on 
those  ends.  This  leads  to  edge  cracks 
or  tears  and  to  relatively  hard  and 
soft  ends.  Other  manifestations  of  pa¬ 
pers  exposed  to  high  humidity  are 
curl,  such  as  in  the  case  of  gummed 
and  label  papers. 

Paper  piles,  in  process,  should  he 
protected  by  wrapping  or  by  the  use 
of  plastic  sleeves  in  non-air-conditioned 
pressrooms. 

Sometimes,  it  may  have  to  be  de¬ 
cided  if  a  given  lot  of  paper  is  too  dry 
to  print  on  a  multicolor  job  using 
single-color  printing  during  summer 
humidities.  The  use  of  the  sword  type 
hygrometers  will  indicate  to  what  ex¬ 
tent  the  paper  is  out  of  moisture  bal¬ 
ance  with  the  plant  humidity  and  will 
serve  as  a  guide  in  deciding  if  the  pa¬ 
per  must  be  seasoned  prior  to  starting 
a  job  requiring  close  register.  If  no 
means  of  dehumidifying  is  available  to 
avoid  against  the  sudden  changes  in 
huqiidity  that  occur  in  the  summer 
months,  the  best  that  can  be  done  is 
to  bring  the  paper  in  balance  with 
the  atmosphere  at  the  start  of  the  job 
and  then  protect  against  wavy  edges 
and  moisture  change  between  succes¬ 
sive  colors  by  wrapping  with  moisture 
barrier  materials. 

One  cannot  change  the  laws  of  na¬ 
ture,  but  must  cope  with  them  by  first 
knowing  them  and  then  using  the  best 
of  one’s  ingenuity  to  get  along  with 
nature.  And  so  it  is  with  paper  and 
nature’s  atmosphere.

The  vehicle 
whose  main  components  are  usually 
oils,  resins,  and  solvents  serves  three 
primary  purposes:  to  carry  the  pig¬ 
ment.  to  hind  the  pigment  to  the  printed 
surface,  and  to  impart  finish  to  the  joh. 
Essential  properties  of  lithographic 
printing  inks  are  shade;  rate  of  vehicle 
absorption  hy  paper;  lightfastness; 
and  water,  soap,  detergent,  acid,  and 
alkali  resistant  printed  films. 

An  apparent  ultimately  desirable 
lithographic  printing  ink  has  been 
made  with  the  so-called  (luick-set  gloss 
vehicles  consisting  of  hard  resins,  dry¬ 
ing  oils,  solvents,  and  modifiers.  These 
inks  dry  in  three  stages  consisting  of 
solvent  release,  leveling  and  gelation 
of  the  marginally-soluhle  resin,  and 
oxidation  of  the  oleoresinous  residue. 

Among  quality  control  measures  ap¬ 
plied  are  the  following:  fineness  of 


grind,  inkometer  tack,  inkometer  sta¬ 
bility,  color  hue,  tinctorial  strength, 
specification  check,  special  application 
tests,  drying  characteristics,  rub-resist¬ 
ance,  and  others  as  required. 

According  to  Mr.  Montaux,  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  future  developments  lie  in 
printer’s  requirements,  supplier  and 
ink  manufacturer  developments,  and 
long  range  research  hy  the  National 
Printing  Ink  Research  Institute 
(NPIRI)  under  a  guidance  program 
established  hy  member  companies.

New  York  Club 

Litho  Club  of  New  York  held  an¬ 
other  popular  educational  meeting  at 
the  Hotel  Shelburne,  sponsored  by 
Lithoplate,  Inc.,  a  subsidiary  of  Harris- 
Intertype  Corp.  The  presentation  was 
on  presensitized  plates. 

The  meeting  began  with  a  short  talk 
by  Thomas  J.  Dunne  (Lithoplate  east¬ 
ern  district  manager).  Mr.  Dunne 
traced  the  history  of  the  presensitized 
plate  from  its  introduction  in  1949  to 
the  latest  development  —  the  77".  He 
stressed  the  uniform  quality  achieved 
today.  He  pointed  out  that  one-half 
the  total  shops  in  the  country  are  using 
presensitized  plates  and  predicted  that 


90  to  95%  of  all  plates  would  be  this 
type  in  10  years. 

Next  in  the  program  was  a  20-minute 
sound  film  narrated  by  Art  Baker  en¬ 
titled  Breaking  the  Profit  Barrier. 
This  film  named  the  advantages  of  the 
presensitized  plates  as  the  use  of  a  few 
inexpensive  materials,  the  working  ease 
of  the  plate,  cutting  the  conventional 
nine  step  plate  to  four  steps,  the  high- 
fidelity  reproduction  with  a  true, 
rounded  dot,  and  the  savings  effected 
by  the  use  of  the  two-sided  plate. 

Following  the  film,  the  meeting  was 
opened  to  questions  from  the  floor  with 
John  P.  Boswell  (Lithoplate  eastern 
sales  manager)  taking  the  rostrum. 
Among  the  (loints  brought  out  in  floor 
discussion  were  the  assertions  that  a 
presensitized  proving  can  be  keyed  to 
the  final  run  and  that  deep-etch  big 
press  quality  can  In*  matched,  that  add¬ 
ing  to  a  plate  on  press  can  be  done  by 
using  a  brass  or  copper  needle,  that

Charges  for  Storage 
on  Standing  Matter 

The  printer’s  customer,  and  even 
the  printer  in  many  cases,  does  not 
fully  realize  exactly  what  expenses  are 
involved  in  storing  type  forms  for  fu¬ 
ture  use. 

Printing  Trade  Customs  reaffirmed 
as  amended  by  the  Printing  Industry 
of  America  in  Article  No.  6  provide 
that  “Standing  Type  Matter  .  .  .  will 
not  be  held  after  completion  of  the 
order  except  by  special  agreement  and 
charge  therefor.” 

The  printer’s  hourly  cost  rate  for 
tyesetting  is  based  upon  processing 
type  or  type  metal  and  spacing  mate¬ 
rial  by  hand  or  machine  into  a  tem¬ 
porary  form  for  etchproofs,  printing 
direct,  or  for  molding  to  make  print¬ 
ing  plates.  When  the  forms  are  printed 
or  molded  the  type  and  spacing  mate¬ 
rial  is  returned  to  stock  and  the  metal 
is  remelted  for  use  on  subsequent  type¬ 
setting  orders.  Thus,  the  normal  re¬ 
quirement  for  storage  of  typeset  mate¬ 
rial  is  limited  to  typesetting  in  process 
only  and  the  composing  room  hourly 
cost  is  set  up  accordingly. 

Interrupting  this  normal  procedure 
bv  putting  type  forms  in  storage  means 
(1)  rent  for  additional  composing  room 
floor  area;  (2)  increased  investment

Because  of  the  comparatively  higher 
cost  of  foundry  type  (average  $1.50 
per  pound)  and  also  because  stored 
foundry  type  tends  to  make  valueless 
the  remaining  type  left  in  a  font,  it  is 
recommended  that  no  foundry  type  be 
stored.  It  should  he  reset,  and  an  extra 
charge  made  therefor,  when  it  is  to  he 
reprinted  or  else  an  electro  he  made 
and  charged.

Repeater  Skips 

QOur  keyboard  is  an  old  one, 
■  #10605.  It  is  in  perfect  running 
condition  except  for  one  thing,  the 
repeater  unit.  It  skips,  and  no  amount 
of  adjusting  corrects  the  condition. 
What  is  the  secret  of  adjusting  a  re¬ 
peater  to  avoid  skipping  units? 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
■  there  is  no  secret  to  adjusting  a 
repeater  unit.  It  is  just  having  a  thor¬ 
ough  knowledge  of  the  action  of  the 
keyboard  when  using  the  repeater  and 
seeing  to  it  that  the  various  parts  that 
affect  that  action  are  in  good  condition 
and  properly  adjusted.  Check  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Insufficient  volume  of  air  at  proper 
pressure.  Some  boards  will  run  per¬ 
fectly  at  14  to  15  pounds  pressure, 
others  need  up  to  19  pounds,  when  two 
or  more  boards  are  on  one  line.  If  your 
compressor  runs  continually  under  nor¬ 


mal  working  conditions,  it  probably  is 
not  delivering  the  proper  volume  of  air. 
The  cloth  strainers  in  the  water  trap 
at  the  rear  of  the  valve  bank  may  be 
clogged.  The  space  between  the  unit 
rack  and  unit  wheel  may  have  to  be 
increased.  The  unit  rack  abutment 
and  detent  may  be  binding  in  the 
bracket.  Try  a  different  bracket  as¬ 
sembly.  The  springs  may  be  reversed. 
The  heavier  spring  should  be  in  the 
vertical  position. 

Wear  or  bind  in  bushing  of  operat¬ 
ing  lever  b38KB12,  or  resistance  in  rais¬ 
ing  the  unit  rack  slide,  may  cause  the 
unit  rack  to  hesitate  during  repeater 
operation.  A  rough  spot  in  the  unit 
rack  slide  will  cause  the  rack  to  hesi¬ 
tate.  It  may  be  a  bind  in  bushing  or 
pins  in  the  unit  wheel  pawl,  thereby 
causing  latch  38KB6  to  hang  up  on 
shoe  29KB3.  A  loose  shoe  will  give 
trouble.  The  unit  rack  slide  c29KBlK 
may  have  been  replaced  and  not  in¬ 
stalled  properly.  The  leather  washers 
in  unit  wheel  driving  cylinders  may 
be  dry  or  worn.  If  the  keyboard  regis¬ 
ters  perfectly  until  the  4V2-em  mark 
on  the  em  scale  is  reached,  then  skips, 
check  the  justifying  scale  weight  and 
cord. 

A  bind  in  the  unit  rack  slide  eccen¬ 
tric  bushing  may  cause  some  trouble. 
The  liners  31KB10,  if  bent  or  creased, 
may  cause  the  stops  to  be  sluggish  and

I  Character  Descenders 
Damaged  by  Matrices 

Qir e  are  enclosing  some  slugs  on 
m  which  you  will  find,  upon  ex¬ 
amination,  that  some  of  the  descend¬ 
ers  are  broken.  The  slugs  with  the 
descenders  not  broken  were  cast  on  the 
upper  rail,  and  the  ones  with  the  brok¬ 
en  descenders  were  cast  with  the  use 
of  the  flipper.  Our  machine  is  a  Model 
8  Linotype. 

If  hat  is  our  trouble?  Evidently  cast¬ 
ing  with  the  use  of  the  flipper  is  caus¬ 
ing  this  situation,  but  we  are  unable  to 
find  the  cause. 

A  Examination  of  the  specimen 
/*m  slugs  you  submitted  indicates 
that  you  should  check  one  or  a  com¬ 
bination  of  the  following: 

1.  Check  the  down  stroke  of  the 
first  elevator.  It  may  be  too  deep.  At 
the  time  the  first  elevator  cam  roll  is 
on  the  high  point  of  the  cam,  when 
the  elevator  has  risen  to  make  align¬ 
ment  of  matrices,  there  is  a  space  of 
.010  between  the  left-hand  screw  in  the 
elevator  head  and  the  vise  cap,  if  your 
machine  is  one  of  the  newer  models. 
If  the  machine  is  old,  the  space  should 
be  1/64".  Ten-thousandths  is  safe  in 
either  case.  You  can  turn  the  cams 
to  the  point  mentioned  if  you  like,  but 
the  surest  way  is  to  turn  the  cams  until 
the  disk  advances  the  first  time  and

have  someone  pull  up  hard  on  the  ele¬ 
vator  head  as  you  insert  the  .010" 
gauge.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  if  the 
locking  studs  and  blocks  are  worn  you 
will  not  raise  the  elevator  hard  enough 
by  hand  to  take  up  that  slack  which 
could  fool  you. 

2.  The  mold  disk  support  screw  at 
the  left  of  the  disk  and  under  the  mold 
disk  guide  may  be  set  too  low.  Stop 
the  cams  with  the  disk  forward  and  try 
a  .002"  feeler  between  the  screw  and 
the  guide.  If  there  is  space,  loosen  the 
lock  nut  and  turn  the  screw  up  to  a  fin¬ 
ger  pressure  contact  with  the  guide.  In 
either  of  the  foregoing  misadjustments, 
the  matrix  line  drops  too  far  after  the 
cast  and  the  matrices  are  dragged  past 
the  descenders  of  the  receding  slugs. 

3.  Check  the  first  elevator  eyebolts 
and  pins.  They  may  be  worn  from  fail¬ 
ure  to  oil  regularly.  You  say  that  the 
undamaged  descenders  were  cast  on 
the  upper  rail.  You  do  not  mean  that 
the  line  was  sent  in  on  the  assembling 
elevator  duplex  rail.  What  I  gather  is 
that  the  filling  piece  (flipper)  was 
used.  The  reason  is  that  with  the  eleva¬ 
tor  resting  in  the  higher  position  the 
lever  link  does  not  exert  so  much  up¬ 
thrust  and,  as  a  result,  the  elevator 
drops  more  freely  as  the  disk  backs  up. 

4.  As  a  last  resort  you  may  change 
the  lever  link  spring,  but  it  will  be  an 
exceptional  case  if  this  part  has  lost  its 
tension.

Typographic  Freedom! 

We  are  asked  by  conservative  practi¬ 
tioners  and  conformists,  in  this  tyito- 
graphic  hassle  of  ours,  what  we  think 
of  the  “monstrosities”  they  encounler 
in  some  printing,  magazines,  and  ads. 

The  answer  is:  “To  each  his  own.” 
If  it  causes  commert,  because  of  vi¬ 
brancy  and  diversity  —  lots  of  power 
to  the  designer.  Regardless  of  the  de¬ 
parture  from  the  usual  (usually  trite), 
who  can  argue  about  it  if  it  sells.  As 
long  as  there  is  profitable  response,  the 
practice  will  remain. 

Speaking  for  the  moment  with  blithe 
arbitrariness  as  a  nonconformist,  we’re 
intrigued  by  these  “monstrosities” 
(whatever  the  word  is  supposed  to  im¬ 
ply;  off-beat  typography  is  a  better 
term),  we  sense  a  feeling  of  envy  on 
the  part  of  the  deponent  who  is  secure 
in  tradition  and  afraid  he  may  get  lost 
in  attempting  what  he’s  decrying.  Keep 
in  mind,  we’re  not  speaking  of  ordi¬ 
nary  or  lousy  typesetting,  just  thrown 
on  the  paper  hy  amateurs,  but  of 
cleverly  designed  word  pictures  that 
require  thought,  study,  and  are  actu¬ 
ally  stunning  in  conception  and  daring. 
If  there  is  any  disquieting  trend,  it 
has  failed  to  make  an  impression  here¬ 
abouts  or  cause  any  worry  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

It’s  no  task  for  a  trained,  studious 
typographer-designer  consistently  to 
produce  traditional,  symmetrical  handi¬ 
work  by  observing  the  Bundscho  motto :

“type  was  made  to  read”;  or  the  Mc- 
Murtrie  maxim:  “form  follows  func¬ 
tion,”  He  thereby  obviates  the  risk  of 
getting  artsy-craftsy. 

There  must  be  enough  body  copy  in 
a  message  to  apply  these  principles. 
But  for  years  the  writer  has  wondered 
how  much  of  any  message  is  absorbed 
by  the  reader.  How  then  treat  short 
copy  ads? 

We  now  have  an  avant  garde  of  typo¬ 
graphic  virtuosi,  both  native  and 
European  (Bauhaus  influenced),  who 
consider  typography  an  art  by  itself. 
They  make  dynamic  pictures  with,  and 
from,  type.  They  believe  in  and  con¬ 
sistently  demonstrate  the  theory  that 
vital  visuality  sans  symmetry  (asym¬ 
metry)  is  more  important  than  sacrifice 
of  readability.  The  smart  designer, 
however,  combines  impact  with  clarity 
by  negating  neither  objective. 

This  guy  is  extremely  tolerant  of 
the  type-fetishists  and  their  modern 
approach,  especially  if  they  know  type 
history.  They  are  needed  in  our  busi¬ 
ness,  if  they  can  prove  the  fallacy  of 
slogans  by  conveying  and  purveying 
cleverly  conceived,  salable  ideas  at  the 
marketplace  of  promotion  and  public¬ 
ity.  Traditional  is  being  superseded 
by  modern  and,  in  turn,  modem  will 
become  traditional. 

Let’s  not  worry  about  trends,  such 
as  the  wide  faces,  stacked  or  piggy¬ 
back  (togetherness)  composition,  and 
indiscriminate  mixing  of  faces.  It’s  an¬ 
other  cyclical,  passing  phase.  The  ex¬ 
pressive  expedient  thereof  will  remain 
to  serve  those  of  us  who  sell,  without 
portfolio,  at  the  layout  table,  case  or 
machine. 

To  reiterate:  If  it  pays  off,  let’s  have 
some  fun!

Qir/ial  is  the  nature  o*  this  photo- 
m  graphic  phenomenon  and  how  is 
it  utilized  in  the  graphic  arts? 

A  Discovered  (1899)  by  Arthur  W. 

■  Clayden  while  making  photo¬ 
graphs  of  lightning  flashes,  the  Clay¬ 
den  effect  is  a  tonal  reversal  action  in 
which  a  negative  image  formed  of  sil¬ 
ver  salts  by  very  brief  exposure  to  in¬ 
tense  white  light  is  caused  to  transform 
itself  into  a  positive  during  develop¬ 
ment  if  previously  given  a  second  ex¬ 
posure  to  diffuse  light.  A  form  of  so- 
larization  takes  place,  the  latent  (in¬ 
visible)  image  formed  by  the  first  brief 
exposure  deemed  to  be  partially  de¬ 
stroyed  by  the  second  or  longer  ex¬ 
posure. 

The  effect  is  incorporated  in  certain 
photographic  films  and  paper  of  the 
autopositive  type,  whereon  direct  posi¬ 
tive  images  are  produced  by  simple  ex¬ 
posure  to  an  original.  .Such  materials 
are  pre-exposed  (flashed)  by  the  man¬ 
ufacturer  and  require  only  the  men¬ 
tioned  exposure  and  regular  develop¬ 
ment  to  yield  positive  (instead  of  nega¬ 
tive)  reproductions  from  the  original.

Image  Show-through 

QWe  recently  ran  into  an  interest- 
m  ing  and  unique  problem  on  a  job, 
and  thought  maybe  you  could  explain 
it  to  us.  What  made  the  image  of  the 
type  form  appear  on  front  of  the  cover 
that  tve  are  sending  you? 

The  job  was  run  from  rubber  plates 
on  a  No.  3  Miehle  cylinder.  The  type 
form  on  the  reverse  side  was  run  first 
with  a  fast-drying  book  ink  (not  rub¬ 
ber-base)  and  allowed  to  dry.  On  com¬ 
pletion,  there  was  no  sign  of  offsetting, 
which  you  could  notice  from  the  white 
and  red  areas  of  the  finished  sheet. 
Then  the  solid  red  form  was  printed 
and  allowed  to  set  but  not  dry  com¬ 
pletely,  and  no  image  was  visible  on 
the  red.  You  can  notice  this  where  the 
red  ink  only  is  showing.  Then  the 
solid  black  form  was  printed  over  the 
red  while  the  red  was  still  open.  (The 
black  looked  fine  while  wet.)  The  next 
morning,  when  the  black  was  dry,  you 
could  see  the  image  from  the  type  form 
on  the  reverse  side  of  the  sheet  as  if  it 
had  been  run  on  the  front  with  spot 
varnish. 

I  know  we  had  too  much  penetration 
of  the  black  into  the  sheet  which  was 
due  to  running  the  black  before  the 
red  was  completely  dry,  but  where  did 
the  image  come  from? 

The  inks  used  on  the  front  of  sheet 
were  made  specially  for  this  fob,  and 
there  is  nothing  wrong  with  them  as 
the  rerun  shows.  The  only  change  in

rerunning  was  the  addition  of  two 
ounces  of  paste  drier  to  five  and  a  half 
pounds  of  red  ink  and  allowing  the  red 
ink  to  become  completely  dry.  The 
type  form  on  the  reverse  side  was  run 
last.  As  you  can  see,  the  results  were 
much  more  satisfactory. 

Ain  answer  to  your  letter,  by  run- 
■  ninp  the  type  form  first  and  let¬ 
ting  the  ink  penetrate  deep  into  the 
pores  of  the  paper  and  drying  hard, 
the  ink  formed  a  hard  barrier  under 
the  coating  of  the  second  side  on  which 
you  printed  the  solid.  The  ink  on  the 
second  side  could  not  penetrate  thor¬ 
oughly  through  the  spots  where  the 
type  form  had  formed  this  hard  bar¬ 
rier,  thus  you  could  see  the  outlines  of 
the  type  plainly  after  the  second  side 
had  penetrated  and  dried. 

Your  second  run  was  very  much  im¬ 
proved,  but  may  I  suggest  you  use  a 
black  with  less  reflex  so  that  each  fin¬ 
ger  mark  will  not  show  when  the  cover 
is  handled.  A  good  hard  top  or  non¬ 
scratch  black  will  help  eliminate  this, 
and  I  am  sure  vour  inkmaker  will  be 
able  to  help  you  with  this  problem.

Soaking  Numbering  Machines 

QWhat  is  your  opinion  regarding 
m  soaking  numbering  machines 
when  they  are  not  in  use?  We  hear 
differing  views.  Some  of  our  friends 
are  for  this  method  while  others  are 
against  it.  We  have  always  kept  ma¬ 
chines  immersed  in  a  jar  of  oil  when 
they  were  not  on  the  press.  Is  this  a 
good  idea? 

A  We  see  no  point  to  this,  except 
•  that  it  may  keep  dust  from  the 
machines.  We  think  that  numbering 
machines  should  be  brushed  clean  the 
moment  they  come  out  of  a  form.  Any 
good  advertised  numbering  machine 
cleaning  fluid  will  do.  Or  if  you  wish, 
you  mi)aht  use  kerosene,  although  this 
is  not  as  strong. 

If  you  wish  you  can  place  the  dirty 
machines  overnight  in  a  can  or  jar  of 
numbering  machine  cleaning  fluid,  and 
then  scrub  them  in  the  morning.  After- 
wards,  they  can  be  kept  in  a  dry  clean 
box.  An  old  cigar  box  will  do.  Most 
good  fluids  have  a  lubricant  which 
tends  to  coat  the  machines.  Nothing  is 
to  be  gained  by  soaking  the  machines 
for  weeks  or  months  at  a  time.

A  We  too  have  heard  mention  of 
■  such  fantastic  machines,  but  nev¬ 
er  have  seen  one.  As  for  the  advertis¬ 
ing,  we  believe  the  meaning  was  the 
machines  could  be  readily  converted 
from  forward  to  backward  by  replacing 
the  set  of  forward  wheels  with  a  set  of 
backward  wheels.  This  is  rather  quick 
and  simple  to  do,  if  you  have  the  wheels. 

In  an  old  machine,  care  must  be 
taken  that  the  backward  set  of  wheels 
is  of  the  same  make  as  the  forward 
wheels.  Otherwise  the  ciphers  may 
not  depress  properly,  or  the  wheels 
may  be  out  of  proper  alignment.  Some¬ 
times  you  may  find  it  almost  as  cheap 
to  buy  a  new  machine  as  to  buy  a  new 
set  of  wheels. 

The  important  thing  to  remember  is 
that  both  forward  and  backward  ma¬ 
chines  operate  in  the  same  manner  with 
the  wheels  turning  in  the  same  direc¬ 
tion.  The  difference  is  that  on  forward 
wheels,  the  engraving  is  1,  2,  3,  etc.  On 
backward  wheels  the  engraving  is  9,  8,

Remove  Paper  Particles 

QAt  times  we  have  trouble  with 
■  silk-screen  work  when  lint  par¬ 
ticles  from  the  paper  fly  up  and  ad¬ 
here  to  the  screen.  This  necessitates 
frequent  cleansing  of  the  screen.  Do¬ 
ing  so  is  a  nuisance  and  hinders  pro¬ 
duction.  Also,  with  this  effort  too  many 
white  spots  still  appear  on  the  printed 
sheets  where  the  ink  has  been  blocked 
off  in  minute  particles  by  the  lint. 

We  know  this  is  due  to  static  elec¬ 
tricity.  We  have  tried  various  devices 
to  reduce  it,  but  none  has  proven  really 
effective. 

A  The  particles  are  from  the  edges 
of  the  sheets  or  cardboard  when 
being  cut.  The  method  used  by  most 
shops  is  to  dust  the  edges  of  the  stack 
with  a  brush,  and  brush  each  sheet  be¬ 
fore  placing  it  beneath  the  screen.  A 
vacuum  cleaner  can  be  used  to  suck  up 
these  particles  as  each  fresh  stack  of 
stock  is  placed  on  the  table.

Guard  for  Control  Dial 

An  easily  made  guard  will  protect 
the  temperature  control  dial  on  Lino¬ 
type  electric  pots.  Cut  a  piece  of  metal, 
such  as  an  old  galley,  to  1^2x2^". 
Drill  holes  in  the  four  corners  to  accept 


a  10-32  screw.  Drill  and  tap  holes  in 
the  pot  terminal  hox  to  accept  this 
screw.  Cut  four  pieces  of  copper  or  steel 
tubing  about  %"  long.  Put  screws 
through  the  plate,  then  the  tubing,  and 
screw  down  over  the  dial.  This  leaves 
about  a  quarter-inch  clearance  so  that 


the  knob  can  be  easily  moved,  but  pro¬ 
tects  it  from  pigs  and  from  accidental 
movement  when  cleaning  machine.  The 
screws  should  be  1"  long.

Handy  Cutting  Tool 

A  sharp  knife  is  useful  for  press 
makeready,  but  usually  the  knife  isn’t 
sharp  enough,  and  the  pressman  just 
saws  away.  The  same  is  true  when  it 
comes  to  mask  cutting,  and  numerous 
other  things  that  arise  daily. 

Place  a  razor  blade  inside  of  a  book 
of  matches  with  half  of  the  blade  ex¬ 
tended.  The  razor  can  now  be  held 
through  the  book  of  matches  with  no 
danger  of  being  cut.  This  provides  a 
handy  razor-sharp  knife. 

When  replacing  a  bad  line  on  a  nega¬ 
tive,  or  when  cutting  a  fine  line  on  a 
linoleum  block,  this  same  principle 
can  be  applied,  using  two  razor  blades.

PUT  YOUftSELF  INTO  YOUR  MAILINGS.  Printing  is  a  per¬ 
sonal  business.  The  biggest  problem  of  any  printer  is  to  get  on 
a  personal  basis  with  the  printing  buyer.  What  you’ve  got  to  sell  is 
not  your  presses,  your  type,  or  generalities  like  quick  service.  It’s 
confidence  in  you.  The  job  of  your  direct  mail  is  to  make  the  buyer 
feel  you’ll  give  him  a  square  ded;  that  you’ll  go  sled  length  to  deliver 
printing  when  he  wants  it;  that  you’ll  do  everything  in  your  power 


to  help  him  keep  the  cost  of  his  print¬ 
ing  as  low  as  possible;  that  you  have 
his  interests  at  heart. 

When  I  see  a  piece  of  printer’s  di¬ 
rect  mail  illustrating  a  printing  press, 
it  occurs  to  me  that  such  a  printer  is 
selling  a  “method”  and  not  an  “end 
result.”  It’s  as  though  an  automobile 
manufacturer  used  his  advertising  to 
tell  a  prospective  automobile  owner 
about  the  huge  machine  that  stamps 
out  the  automobile  body.  It’s  like  a 
haberdasher  telling  his  prospects  about 
the  loom  on  which  the  cloth  is  made. 

So,  take  a  tip  from  the  automobile 
manufacturer.  He  sells  comfort,  ease 
of  driving,  style,  beauty.  The  haber-

Dom  Zullo,  in  a  little  card  he  sends, 
approaches  the  selling  of  printing  in 
the  same  way.  His  Bits  O’  Philosophy, 
now  in  its  142nd  consecutive  issue,  al¬ 


ways  makes  a  reader  feel  as  though 
he’d  like  to  know  Mr.  Zullo  better.  We 
quote  a  part  of  his  latest:  “Advice  from 
a  Gunsmith.  Carlstrom,  the  gunsmith 
in  David  Grayson’s  book,  ‘Adventures 
in  Friendship,’  gives  sound  advice  when 
he  says,  ‘When  1  feel  like  finding  fault 
1  always  begin  with  myself  and  then  1 
never  get  any  further.’”  (We  skip  a 
portion  and  come  to  the  “meat.”)  “If 
men  and  women  would  just  follow  the 
old  gunsmith’s  advice  this  old  world 
would  be  transformed.

....HOW’S  YOLR  ADVERTISING? 


Ohio;  CECIL  H.  WRIGHTSON,  INC, 
74  India  St.,  Boston,  Mass.;  and  many, 
many  others  who  use  this  confidence- 
huilding  technique  to  sell  their  wares. 

Oh,  mixed  with  copy  used  to  sell 
themselves  and  to  sell  an  idea,  there  is 
occasionally  some  mention  of  equip¬ 
ment,  or  price,  or  their  ability  to  de¬ 
liver  printing  on  time.  But  the  main 
job  of  their  monthly  mailings  is  to 
create  confidence  and  a  good  buying 
atmosphere. 

I  talked  this  idea  over  with  several 
printers  before  I  put  any  of  the  fore¬ 
going  on  paper.  Their  reaction  was 
interesting.  They  agreed  in  principle. 
“But,”  said  one  of  them,  “I’m  not  an 
expert  copywriter!”  It  doesn’t  take  an 
expert  copywriter  to  wnite  as  Mr.  Mil- 
tenberger  did.  He  just  said  what  was 
in  his  heart.  What  he  said  wasn’t  slick 
or  polished  or  dynamic.  But  it  was 
sincere  and  to  the  point. 

Just  be  yourself.  Don’t  gimmick  up 
what  you  say  with  trick  phrasing. 
Don’t  try  to  sweep  a  buyer  off  his  feet. 
Just  talk  to  him  as  you  would  face  to 
face. 

If  you  look  upon  your  business  as  a 
way  to  serve,  your  sincerity  will  show 
through,  the  buyer  will  believe  you, 
and  if  you  tell  him  often  enough 
there’ll  come  a  time  when  he’ll  want 
to  do  business  with  you. 

If  you  are  sold  on  putting  yourself 
into  your  direct  mail,  there  are  three 
other  things  you  must  do  to  make  what 
you  say  effective.  The  first  is  to  make 
sure  every  piece  of  printing  you  send 
to  your  customers  and  prospects  is  as 
good  an  example  of  printing  as  you 
can  make  it. 

We  recently  got  a  sample  of  a  letter 
sent  out  by  a  printer  to  get  business. 
Evidently  he  had  recently  changed  his 
address.  But  he  had  some  of  his  old 
letterheads  left  over.  So  what  did  he 
do?  He  ran  these  old  letterheads 
through  the  press  again,  blocked  out 


the  old  address,  and  above  it  printed 
the  new  one.  He  saved  himself  a  few 
dollars.  But  you  can  imagine  the  effect 
on  the  people  who  read  this  letter. 

Many  samples  of  printers’  direct  mail 
come  to  our  desk  which  scream  loudly 
about  quality,  yet  the  poor  typography, 
presswork,  and  cheap  looking  paper 
give  the  lie  to  such  a  claim. 

The  second  consideration  is  to  mail 
to  your  prospects  and  customers  every 
month.  Keep  a  continuous  contact. 
Direct  mail  works  just  like  a  good 
salesman  —  it  makes  frequent  calls. 

Now  might  be  a  good  time  to  check 
up  on  the  direct  mail  you  send  out  to 
your  customers  and  prospects.  Try  to 
look  at  it  from  the  buyer’s  point  of 
view.  Have  you  put  your  personality 
into  the  piece,  or  have  you  just  made 
the  ordinary  claims  of  good  quality, 
low  prices,  and  fast  delivery? 

Take  a  second  look — are  your  pieces 
well  printed?  Are  they  as  good  a  job 
as  you  can  do?  Or  have  you  just 
slapped  them  out  in  a  hurry  between 
customers’  jobs?  Are  your  pieces  a 
good  sample  of  the  thing  you  claim 
you  can  do  well? 

Third,  be  sure  to  send  a  piece  of  your 
printed  promotion  to  all  of  your  cus¬ 
tomers  as  well  as  your  prospects  even- 
month.  Remember,  your  good  cus¬ 
tomers  are  your  competitors’  best  pros¬ 
pects.  Never  forget  that.  If  you  are 
spending  most  of  your  advertising 
money  to  get  new  business  and  neglect¬ 
ing  your  customers,  what  you  get  in 
new  business  might  easily  be  cancelled 
out  by  the  loss  of  customers’  business. 

Next  month  we  will  get  back  to  our 
usual  review  of  individual  mailings. 
We  hope  you  will  take  seriously  what 
we  have  said  here.  When  we  next  meet 
in  these  pages  perhaps  we  shall  have 
other  examples  of  pieces  which  demon¬ 
strate  how  to  put  yourself  into  your 
direct  mail.

Linotype  Productivity 

Your  May  issue  (pages  142-144) 
carries  a  story  relative  to  a  linecasting 
typesetter  in  Russia.  The  story  states, 
“the  productivity  of  the  new  automatic 
machine  is  25,000  typographical  units 
an  hour,  about  2^  times  as  fast  as  a 
Linotype.” 

For  the  record,  the  Linotype  Cxtmet, 
tape  operated,  can  produce  12  lines  of, 
say,  9-point  Corona  per  minute.  Using 
our  standard  copyfitting  charts,  we  see 
that  there  are  roughly  36  characters 
per  12-pica  line  of  9-point  Corona,  al¬ 
phabet  length  of  111  points.  Twelve 
lines  per  minute  x  60  equal  720  lines 
per  hour  x  36  characters  per  line  equals 
25,920  typographical  units  per  hour. 

The  Russian  propaganda  will  have  to 
get  up  a  little  earlier  if  they  want  to 
be  2l4  times  faster  than  we  are.

may  account  for  some  of  your  trouble. 
You  no  doubt  have  changed  the  paper 
feed  cam  adjustment.  Try  slowing  down 
the  repeater  engine  by  increasing  the 
1/32”  space  between  64KC1  and 
62K(j6,  (see  adjustment  book,  page 
69).  If  the  keyboard  has  an  engine 
check  valve  in  engine  valve  40KA7,  cut 
the  air  supply  to  the  engine  slightly. 

Trouble  of  this  sort  is  sometimes 
hard  to  correct.  You  will  just  have  to 
start  eliminating  one  and  only  one  pos¬ 
sible  source  of  trouble  at  a  time.  If 
you  don’t,  you  may  never  know  the 
cause  of  your  trouble.

In  announcing  Look-Kromatic,  Marvin

Lloyd  F.  Neely 

Lloyd  F.  Neely,  president  of  the  Neely 
Printing  Company,  Inc.,  Chicago,  died 
June  9.  He  was  Ixirn  in  Taylorville,  111., 
January  22,  1887.  Shortly  after  his  birth 
the  family  moved  to  Chicago. 

Two  years  later  he  definitely  entered 
the  printing  business,  as  an  apprentice 
in  one  of  the  early  Linotype  trade  plants, 
a  job  on  which,  he  used  to  recall,  the 
hours  were  rather  long — 59  hours  a  week. 
In  1905  he  went  to  work  in  a  commer¬ 
cial  printing  plant  where  he  VKin  became 
a  journeyman  printer  and  then  a  fore- 
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man.  He  graduated  from  this  to  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  a  printing  salesman,  a  profession 
which  he  followed  actively  for  the  rest  of 
his  life,  along  with  the  multitude  of  du¬ 
ties  which  go  with  the  operation  of  a 
growing  business. 

By  1910,  Mr.  Neely  was  ready  to  step 
out  for  himself,  and  in  that  year  the  busi¬ 
ness  was  founded  which  was  continuously 
under  his  management  for  the  next  50 
years. 

In  1914  the  grf)wing  Neely  Printing 
Company  made  its  first  move  to  larger 
quarters  at  412  Orleans  St.  Eight  years 
later,  the  still  expanding  business  was 
ready  for  its  final  move,  and  in  that 
year  went  into  the  present  original  Neely 
Building  at  871  N.  Franklin  St. 

In  1942,  Mr.  Neely  went  into  the 
offset-lithography  business,  by  purchas¬ 
ing  the  entire  offset  plant  of  the  old 
Buckley-Dement  Company.  This  affili¬ 
ate,  under  the  name  of  Franklin  Offset 
Litho  Company,  was  established  soon 
after  in  its  own  newly  constructed  mod¬ 
ern  plant  at  917  N.  Franklin,  adjacent 
to  the  main  Neely  buildings.  This  new¬ 
est  Neely  enterprise  followed  the  usual 
pattern  and  thrived,  expanding  into  a 
plant  which  Unlay  is  equipped  with  cam¬ 
era  and  plate  departments,  multicolor 
flat-bed  offset  presses,  and  the  latest  four- 
color  perfecting  web  press. 

In  1955,  Mr.  Neely’s  son-in-law,  W.  S. 
Woolsey,  resigned  an  executive  position 
with  the  O)mmonwcalth  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  to  become  Mr.  Neely’s  executive 
assistant,  a  position  which  he  has  occu¬ 
pied  ever  since.  With  Mr.  Neely’s  pass¬ 
ing,  Mr.  Woolsey  becomes  the  active 
head  of  the  thriving  and  expanding 
Neely  enterprises. 

While  the  Neely  plants  of  to<lay  employ 
some  400  people,  Lloyd  Neely  maintained 
a  personal  contact  throughout  his  life  with 
all  the  people  in  his  employ,  an  attitude 
which  inspired  a  loyalty  which  manifested 
itself  in  interested  cooperation. 

Mr.  Neely  was  a  member  of  the  Frank¬ 
lin  Association,  and  of  the  Research  and 
Engineering  Council  of  the  Graphic  Arts.
